State College Board of Tru stees 
will v ote today on proposed 
facu lty salary increases av erag­ 
ing 13 per cent, cou pled with a 8 
per cent increase in fringe bene­ 
fits. 
A board committee u nani­ 
mou sly endorsed the pay hike 
proposal Monday in the wake of 
a v eto last week by Gov . Ronald 
Reagan on a proposal for a 7 .5 
per cent wrage increase.

Mill Valley Petitioners Want More Time 
To Study Document On Class Innovations 
Downed

A 12-page report answering 
criticism of edu cation in the 
Mill Valley School District, par­ 
ticu larly its more progressiv e 
aspects, was greeted coolly last 
night. 
Tru stees and members of the 
au dience who had signed a peti­ 
tion fau lting the district for 
ex cessiv e innov ation and lack 
of emphasis on academic su b­ 
jects asked for more time to 
ev alu ate the report. 
The docu ment, prepared by 
Su pt. Jam es A. Collins, con­ 
tained su ggestions on how the 
board might meet the fears and 
complaints aired by the peti­ 
tioners at three special board 
meetings this month and last. 
Only one of Collins’s nu m er­ 
ou s proposals was enacted last 
night: the board agreed to m eet 
at 8 p.m. Dec. 6 at Park School 
to go ov er the district's testing 
program . 
One of the points raised by 
the petitioners at the special 
meetings was the lack of ade­ 
qu ate and proper testing to 
determine what and how well 
children were learning. 
The board agreed to hire 


Vernon Dahl, v ice-president of 
the Berkeley Testing Serv ice, lo 
attend the meeting and inter­ 
pret district test data, at a fee 
ol between .$50 and $100. 


Other of Collins’s recommen­ 
dations will be stu died by the 
board and discu ssed at later 
meetings. These were broken 
down u nder two headings, im­ 
mediate and long-range. 


Im m ediate su ggestions were 
to allow parents dissatisfied 
with the ty pe of edu cation their 
children are getting to transfer 
them to other, more stru ctu red 
schools in the district, and to 
allow them to bring their dis­ 
satisfactions to the school prin­ 
cipal. then the su perintendent, 
and then the school board. 


J>ong-range proposals inclu d­ 
ed balancing the staffs at each 
school to distribu te more ev enly 
the traditional and innov ativ e 
teachers (one of the charges 
has been that the district dis­ 
crim inates against m ore con­ 
serv ativ e teachers), and crea­ 
tion of one or m ore e x tra

Foreign Aid Bill 
Stays Alive 


WASHINGTON (TJPD-Presi- 
dent Nix on has signed a tempo­ 
rary measu re to keep the for­ 
eign aid program aliv e u ntil 
Dee. 8 while congress works ou i 
new legislation. The continu ing 
resolu tion also ex tended gov ­ 
ernment spending for the same 
period for the office of économ­ 
ie opportu nity , the District of 
Colu mbia and some Defense 
Department programs. 
The president also signed a 
bill making it illegal to shoot 
wildlife from an aircraft and 
another m easu re continu ing for 
two y ears the su spension of 
tariffs on some categories of 
silk y arn. 


President Anwar Sadat told 
a n African peace mission in 
Cairo today there can be no 
peace in the Middle East with­ 
ou t an Israeli commitment lo 
w ithdraw from all occu pied 
Egy ptian territory , a Foreign 
Ministry official said. 
Sadat, who had said w ar with 
Israel was the only cou rse left 
open to Egy pt, withou t su ch a 
pledge, m et for two hou rs with 
Presidents Leopold Senghor of 
Senegal, Maj. Gen. Yaku bu Go- 
\v an of Nigeria and two top 
cabinet ministers from Camer- 
ou n and Zaire. 
B oth E gy ptian and Isra e li 
newspapers warned again of 
the dangers of resu med w ar­ 
fare. Israeli officials already 
hav e said they are taking at 
face v alu e S a d a t’s repealed 
statem ents th a t the M iddle 
E ast conflict m u st be resolv ed 
this y ear, either by peace or by 
war. 
Gov ernment sou rces in Paris 
disclosed th a t China tu rned 
down an inv itation from France 
to take part in the Big Fou r 
talks on the Middle East being 
condu cted by their am bassa­ 
dors to the United Nations in 
New York. The sou rces noted 
that Peking consistently has 
opposed attempts by the United 
States, Sov iet Union, Britain 
and France to force any settle­ 
ment. 
In Jeru salem , speakers for 10 


political parties and factions 
representing a cross-section of 
Israeli’s political spectru m took 
the floor in the Knesset (Parlia- 
f 


t) du ring the day in a spe- 
epgrgency debate called in 
wake of Sadat's warlike 
weekend statem ents. 
One by one they denou nced 
the United States for its “ap­ 
peasem ent” of Egy pt and casti­ 
gated Cairo for escalating ten­ 
sions in the Middle East. 
The debate cam e as Israel 
carried ou t a nationwide test of 
its air raid warning sy stems— 
the first in abou t six months. 
No civ il defense drill accom­ 
panied the siren blasts and 
Israelis took it all in stride. 


The Egy ptian official said 
Sadat told the African diplo­ 
m ats that Egy pt’s position re­ 
m ained the same as he an­ 
nou nced Nov . 11-that an Israeli 
commitment to withdraw from 
E gy ptian te rritory was the 
“ basis of which there can be 
peace. Withou t it there can be 
no peace.” 


Israel has adamantly refu sed 
to giv e any su ch commitment 
in adv ance of an ov erall peace 
agreem ent. 


The Cairo sou rce said tte 
A fric a n m ission su bm itte d 
“ ideas and su ggestions” rather 
than proposals aimed at obtain­ 
ing fu rth e r clarification of 
E gy pt’s position. 


College Board Approves 
32-Cent N. Campus Tax 


A 32-cent bu ilding tax rale to 
finance the first stages of the 
Indian Valley colleges was ap­ 
prov ed last night by the Marin 
C om m u nity College D istrict 
board. 
The bu ilding tax rate for 1972- 
73 will raise $2.24 million for 
the site dev elopment of the 
Nov ato campu s and for im­ 
prov ement of the College of 
Marin campu s in Kentfield, ac­ 
cording lo Su pt. John A. Gras- 
ham. 
The 
board 
thereby side­ 
stepped a roadblock thrown u p 
Nov . 2 when v oters refu sed to 
pass a $16.8 million bond issu e 
intended to finance the work. 
Grasham said that if the bond 
issu e had passed, the bu ilding 
tax rate for 1972-73, now at 25 .6 
cents, wou ld hav e been cu t to 1 
cents per $100 assessed v alu a 
lion. 
While v oter disapprov al of 
the bond failed to stop.constru e 
tion of the Nov ato campu s and 
improv ements in Kentfield. it 
has slowed them down. Gras­ 
ham said the district’s 10-y ear 
bu ilding plan might requ ire 20 
y ears to complete on the pay - 
as-y ou go basis adopted by the 
board last night. 
Dale A. Flem ing, d istric t 
planner, had u rged the board to 


act by Dec. 1 so he cou ld 
prepare the necessary applica­ 
tions for state bu ildings fu nds. 
The district cannot lev y the 
tax u nless the projects it wou ld 
finance are approv ed by the 
Board of Gov ernors of the Cali­ 
fornia Commu nity College Dis­ 
trict and the state Department 
of Finance, and then inclu ded 
in the state’s 1972-73 bu dget, 
Grasham said. 


The state wou ld pay 40 per 
cent of any constru ction cost if 
the conditions are met, Gras­ 
ham said. He said the 32-cent 
rate is a ceiling that will be 
reached only if all projects are 
approv ed. 


The work planned for 1972-73 
will inclu de preparation of the 
Nov ato site for bu ilding, archi­ 
tects’ drawings, flood control at 
the Kentfield campu s, renov a­ 
tion of the old art bu ilding and 
installation of library equ ip­ 
ment at the College of Marin, 
Grasham said. 


The board also asked its staff 
to prepare a statem ent on what 
facilities can be prov ided, the 
time schedu le, and the niu nber 
of stu dents that can be handled 
if the district continu es on a 
pay -as-y ou -go program , Gras­ 
ham said. 


NEW DELHI (UPI)—An Indi­ 
an cabinet minister told Parlia­ 
m ent today th at Indian je t 
fighters shot down three of fou r 
intru ding Pakistani warplanes 
M onday 
and 
g ov e rnm e nt 
sou rces on both sides reported 
heav y fighting along their bor­ 
ders du ring the day . 
A state of emergency was 
declared throu ghou t Pakistan 
in v iew of what the Islamabad 
gov ernment said was the threat 
of foreign attack. 
A Radio Pakistan broadcast 
claimed Pakistani troops re­ 
pelled an attack by regu lar 
Indian forces in the Cornilla 
sector of E ast Pakistan today 
and “ completely annihilated” 
the 19th Pu njab Battalion of the 
311th Mou ntain Brigade, 5 7 th 
Indian Div ision. It said the Indi­ 
ans left behind “ 197 dead 
bodies.” There was no mention 
of Pakistani casu alties. 
In Pakistan, the gov ernment 
declared a state of emergency . 
A broadcast heard here by offi­ 
cial Radio Pakistan said “ in 
Pakistan a state of emergency 
has been declared. A proclama­ 
tion issu ed in Islamabad say s 
the president is satisfied that a 
g rav e em ergency ex ists in 
which Pakistan is threatened 
by ex ternal aggression.” 
Pakistani P resident A. M. 
Yahy a Khan said Monday that 
India was waging an u nde­ 
clared w ar against the nation. 
Gov ernment sou rces said fight­ 
ing with Indian forces was u n­ 
d e r way in fou r sectors along 
the border bu t gav e no details. 
In New Delhi, Indian gov ern­ 
m ent sou rces said fighting went 
on du ring the day in three 
sectors “ on the border” with 
Pakistan bu t declined to detail 
the intensity of the clashes ex ­ 
cept to describe them as “ bat­ 
tles.” They refu sed to specify 
whether the fighting was along 
the border or in Indian or 
Pakistani territory ’. 


P akistani new spapers said 
that if Pakistan is forced to 
fight for its su rv iv al, it will 
fight with all its might and 
India too will go u p in flam es.“ 


Shortly after the broadcast, 
Prim e Minister Indira Gandhi 
m et with senior adv isers m ak­ 
ing u p her political affairs com­ 
m ittee to discu ss the deepening 
crisis. 


Indian Minister of Defense 
Produ ction Yidy a Charan Shu k- 
Ia told parliam ent fou r Pakista­ 
ni Sabrejets intru ded into Indi­ 
an airspace near the v illage of 
Bov ra Monday . Three of them 
were shot down by Indian air 
force Gnat fighters and two of 
the Pakistani pilots were cap­ 
tu red a fte r they parach u ted 
from their planes. He did not 
say what happened to the other 
pilot. There was no damage to 
the Indian jets, Shu kla told a 
cheering parliament. 


The disclosu re came follow­ 
ing charges by Pakistan in the 
United Nations and ov er its 
official radio that Indian troops 
nad lau nched an all-ou t offen­ 
siv e across the border into East 
P akistan. The charges w ere 
denied by the Indian gov ern-' 
m ent. 


At the sam e time, fu rther 
restrictions were pu t into ef­ 
fect. The Indian gov ernment 
today banned trav el into border 
areas and any flights abov e 
them not giv en specific clear­ 
ance. 


Illegal Ruling 
Over Skyscraper 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
The sale of part of a city street, 
which is being u sed for the 
const ru ction of an 8 35 -faot sky ­ 
scraper, was illegal, a ju dge 
ru led Monday . 
Ju dge Jay Pfotenhau er, call­ 
ing for fu rther proceedings, did 
not decide whether Transam cri- 
ea Corp. will hav e to halt con­ 
st ru ction. 
Acting on a su it brou ght by 
two tax pay ers, the ju dge ru led 
that the city u nderpriced the 
part of Merchant Street, be­ 
tween Sansome and Montgom­ 
ery streets, which it sold. The 
ju dge noted the city charter 
prohibits sales at less than 90 
per cent of the preliminary 
appraisal. He fou nd that the 
city sold the alley -land at $62.5 0 
a squ are foot and that ithad 
been appraised originally at 
$125 a squ are foot.

Powell is Unanimously Approved; 
Vote On Rehnquist Is 12 To 4 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Lewis F. Po well a nd 
Willia m H. Rehnquist were endo rsed to da y by the 
Sena te Judicia ry Co mmittee fo r co nfirma tio n a s 
Supreme Co urt justices — Po well una nimo usly 
a nd Rehnquist by a 12 -4 v o te. 
Opponents of Rehnqu ist, 47, 
an assistant attorney general, 
v owed they wou ld continu e to 
fight his appointment on the 
Senate floor. The 6 4-y ear-old 
PoweU, a Richmond attorney 
and a form er president of the 
American Bar Association, is 
ex pected to hav e clear sailing. 
Voting against confirmation 
of Rehnqu ist in the committee 
were Sens. Birch Bay h, D-Ind., 
Edward M. Kennedy , D-Mass., 
Philip A. H art, D-Mich., and 
John V. Tu nney , D-Calif. Presi­ 
dent Nix on annou nced the se­ 
lection od PoweH and Rehnqu ist 
on Oct. 21 to su cceed two long­ 
time associate ju stices, Hu go L. 
Black and John M. Harlan, who 
retired within a week of each 
other in September becau se of 


ill health. Black died eight day s 
after his retirem ent. 
A dm inistration lead ers ex ­ 
pressed confidence that both 
Rehnqu ist and PoweH wou ld be 
confirm ed —probably early 
nex t month —to bring the short- 
handed Su preme Cou rt back to 
its fu U nine-man strength. 


Foes of Rehnqu ist said they 
w ere still u nsatisfied with his 
written responses last weekend 
to qu estions abou t his past ac­ 
tions, particu larly in the civ il 
rights field, and wou ld continu e 
to press their case on the floor. 


They particu larly were criti­ 
cal of R ehnqu ist’s attitu d e, 
while practicing law in Phoe-

Nixon Fears Any 
Europe Cutbacks 


WASHINGTON CCPT) - V resi­ 
dent Nix on said today that a 
Senate mov e to cu t U.S. troop 
strength in Eu rope by 6 0,000 
cou ld sev erely dam age th e 
American position in “ v itally 
im portant new initiativ es for 
peace” with the Ru ssians. 
Nix on cau tioned against the 
redu ction, from a present force 
of 310.000 GIs in Western Eu ­ 
rope. The cu t is called for in an 
amendment approv ed by the 
Senate Appropriations Commit­ 
tee last week in the $71 biliiou 
defense money bill. 
In addition to the troop redu c­ 
tion amendment. Senate dov es 
serv ed notice they wou ld make 
another attem pt to attach to the 
hill an amendment to force U.S. 
withdrawal from Indochina by 
cu tting off all fu nds ex cept for 
the withdrawal process. 
Nix on cau tioned against ap­ 


prov al of the Eu ropean troop 
redu ction in a letter to Chair­ 
m an John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 
of the Senate Armed Serv ices 
C om m ittee. The le tte r w as 
m ade pu blic by Stennis late this* 
m orning and by th e W hite 
Hou se shortly afterward. 
i 
Nix on said a NATO em issary , 
Manlio Brosio, wou ld be going 
to Moscow nex t week to begin 
discu ssions on balanced force 
redu ctions in Eu rope by NATO 
and Commu nist Warsaw P act 
forces. 
“ At the sam e time, the Berlin 
negotiations hav e entered the 
final and most difficu lt stage,” 
Nix on wrote. “ As y ou know, we 
are also making significant pro­ 
gress in the SALT (strategic 
arm s limitation talks) negotia­ 
tions.

Senate Demos Push 
Big Cut In Taxes 


WASHINGTON (UPD — With 
a m ajority of the Repu blicans 
v oting no, the Senate Monday 
passed a bill cu tting bu siness 
and indiv idu al tax es by more 
than $27 billion ov er the nex t 
three y ears —far more than 
President Nix on sou ght for re­ 
v iv al of the economy . 
Democrats made good their 
v ow to change the bill to pu t 
most of the tax sav ings in the 
hands of indiv idu als, ot corpo­ 
rations. 
When the bill passed at the 
end of a m arathon 14-hou r ses­ 
sion by a 64-30 v ote, only 16 
Repu blicans v oted for it and 26 
v oted against it. 
Their complaint was abou t 
the rider attached by the Demo­ 
crats to prov ide pu blic financ­ 
ing of presidential election 
campaigns, a prov ision ex pect­ 
ed to giv e the Democrats $20.4 
million for their White Hou se 
race nex t y ear. The Repu bli­ 
cans said they wou ld spu rn the 
money . 
“A raid on the treasu ry by 
ev ery speeial interest grou p 
starting with the Democratic 
P a rty ,” Sen. Gordon A llott, 
RColo., called the bill. “ The 
economic program of the Presi­ 
dent hiis been warped ou t of 
recognition. There has been no 
real effort to cu rb the insatiable 
appetite of some senators to 
grab ev ery thing for political 
gain.” 
The ex pectation was that the 
tax cu ts will be whittled down 
to close to the $15 .4 billion ov er 
three y ears prov ided in tax 
relief by the Hou se. 
The chopping will be done by 
a 
H ou se-Senate conference 
committee which mu st write a 
final compromise v ersion. 
The bill seeks to enhance the 
economy by increasing consu m­ 


e r spending throu gh tax cu ts; 
to encou rage firms to moder­ 
nize by allowing them to su b­ 
tract from tax es the cost of new 
equ ipment, and to indu ce ex ­ 
ports throu gh tax sav ings fu r 
firm s which sell their produ cts 
abroad. 
It also seeks to create 25 0,000 
new jobs in the au to indu stry — 
which directly or indirectly em ­ 
ploy s one ou t of six working 
people —by repealing the 7 per 
cent au to ex cise tax and the 10 
per eent tax on light tru cks 
retroactiv e to Au g. 15 . 
For indiv idu als, the big tax 
cu t comes from raising the $65 0 
lersonal ex emption to $675 for 
income earned in 1971. The 
Hou se bill prov ides a $75 0 ex ­ 
emption for income earned in 
fu tu re y ears. The Senate figu re 
is $8 00. 
This wou ld cu t tax es for a 
family of fou r with 10 per cent 
dedu ctions and $7,5 00 in tax able 
income by $72 on this y ear’s 
earnings, $111 on 1972 earnings 
and $8 1 on income earned in 
1973 and su bsequ ently . The fig­ 
u res in the Hou se bill for the 
sam e family are $29, $77 and 
$30. 
Bu t since Social Secu rity tax ­ 
es will rise nex t y ear for per­ 
sons earning ov er $7,800, the 
increase in take home pay will 
be nearly nil. The tax increase 
is $62.40 for those earning $9.000 
or more a y ear. It is achiev ed 
by raising the amou nt of in­ 
come su bject to.the 5 .2 per cent 
pay roll tax .

Senate Demos Attach Campaign

NEW YORK (UPI) — J oseph C. Wilson, chair­ 
man of Xerox Corp. and a man responsible for 
revolutionizing office work around the world, died 
y esterday of a heart attack suffered 
while attending a lunch with Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller. 
Shortly after World War II, Wil­ 
son took a gamble on a new copy ing 
process that at the time of his death 
had brought a new dimension to the 
business world and made the name 
of his company a common verb in 
the popular vernacular. 
Wilson, 6 1, attended a Xerox man­ 
agement meeting y esterday at the company ’s 
New York office and accepted a luncheon date 
with Rockefeller, with whom he had worked on 
two state committees. 
Spokesmen for Rockefeller said the governor 
was “ ex tremely shaken” by the death at his Fifth 
Avenue apartment. 
Wilson was born in Rochester, N.Y., was 
graduated from the University of Rochester and 
Harvard Business School and joined Haloid, 
manufacturer of photographic supplies. 
With Haloid, the predecessor of Xerox , Wilson 
rose to president at the age of 36 . Later he 
developed a new copy ing process called x erogra­ 
phy invented by Chester F. Carlson. The process 
later took the business world by storm.

As revised in debate, the 
measure would allow tax pay ers 
to check a box on their tax 
returns diverting $1 of their 
tax es ($2 for a joint return) to 
the presidential candidate of 
the party of their choice or to a 
nonpartisan found. 
If enough tax pay ers cooper­ 
ate, the device would permit 
each major party to receive 
$20.4 million, based on a formu­ 
la allotting 15 cents to every 
person over age 18. George C. 
Wallace, if he runs, would get 
$6 .3 million. 
The Republicans, planning a 
television-heavy campaign that 
Democrats say will cost $4 0 
million, will spurn the public 
money ; Sen. Robert Dole of 
Kansas, the national Republi­ 
can chairman, said they would 
have “ no part of it.” 


But the Democrats, still $9 
million in debt from their 1968 
campaign, certainly will take it.

The scientists radioed com­ 
mands to Mariner that brought 
it back where it belonged 4 8 
minutes later, but were left to 
puzzle over the source of the 
distraction.

Election Killings 


MANILA (UPD - Govern­ 
ment troops killed 44 Filipino 
Moslems Monday in two sepa­ 
rate incidents which marred 
special elections in the southern 
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Philippines, a military spokes­ 
man said today . 
The incidents could touch off 
international repercussions. A 
number of Moslem countries, 
including Malay sia and Liby a, 
have already protested alleged 
persecution and genocide of the 
Moslem minority . The govern­ 
ment has denied the charge. 
A spokesman at constabulary 
national police headquarters 
said 27 Moselms were killed 
and 54 others wounded in an 
encounter Monday night with 
army troops in a checkpoint 
near Magsay say town in Lanao 
del Norte province 4 50 miles 
south of Manila. Reports said 10 
of the wounded Moslems died 
later. The army suffered two 
wounded. 


Formal SALT Talk 


VIENNA (UPI) - -Soviet and 
American delegates to the Stra­ 
tegic Arms Limitation Talks 
¡SALT), met for two hours to­ 
day in another of the unusually 
intensive meetings which have 
marked the Vienna discussions. 
A conference source said the 
entire two hours were taken up 
with formal presentations by 
the chief delegates, Gerard C. 
Smith and Vladimir Semenov. 
Normally , SALT meetings are 
part formal and part informal 
conversation, but the last two 
sessions have both been given 
over entirely to formal state­ 
ments. 
The source called the meeting 
“ businesslike and serious” and 
said both sides were “ seriously 
at work.” But he refused to 
speculate on the possibility of 
an agreement before the end of 
the y ear.

Saigon Launches 
Cambodian Driv e 


SAIGON (UPI)—Three col­ 
umns of South Vietnamese 
troops supported by U.S. jets 
and helicopters pushed into 
Cambodia today in a now drive 
to blunt a guerrilla threat to 
Phnom Penh and a long-range 
threat to Saigon. 
Army of the Republic of Viet­ 
nam (ARVN) troops along a 
curving 100-mile front moved in 
landing ships up the Mekong 
and Bassac Rivers toward the 
Cambodian capital, in vehicles 
into the Parrot’s Beak area and 
by helicopter into the Krek 
rubber plantation area 50 miles 
north of the Parrot’s Beak. 
UPI Correspondent Stewart 
Kellerman, reporting from 
headquarters for the Krek oper­ 
ation, said 25 guerrillas had 
been killed Monday and today 
at a cost of 20 ARVN paratroop­ 
ers wounded. 
He said three paratroop bat­ 
talions were lifted by U.S. and 
ARVN helicopters to landing 
zones respectively one, two and 
nine miles northwest of Krek. 


UPI-independent television 
news cameraman Tran Dai 
Minh flew over the first two 
areas by helicopter and report­ 
ed paratroops fanning out 
through the jungles in search of 
the guerrillas. 


The only contact, however, 
was reported by patrols sent to 
the area around Chup, 25 miles 
northwest of Krek. 


Kellerman reported 35 ARVN 
and 30 Army helicopters lifting 
troops and fly ing gunship mis­ 
sions in support of the Krek 
column. 


The three columns were rein­ 
forcing ARVN troops already in 
place for a new push against 
the guerrillas. ARVN soldiers 
have been operating continu­ 
ously in Cambodia since the 
U.S.-AARVN invasion there in 
May , 1970. 


UPI Correspondent Kenneth 
J . Braddick reported from Can 
Tho headquarters in the Me­ 
kong Delta that the mission of 
the troops brought upriver in 
tank landing ships (LST’s) was 
to clear the banks of both the 
Mekong and Bassac Rivers.

Between 1965 and 1970 man­ 
kind's birth rate w as nearly 2 Vz 
times greater than his death 
rate, the study said. The popula­ 
tion increased by more than one 
billion persons in the past 20 
years and at the same rate of 
growth will reach 6.5 billion in30 
years. 


The yearbook said there now 
are seven nations with more 
than 100 million persons each 
the Republic of China, the Soviet 


Union, the United States. India, 
Pakistan, Indonesia and Japan. 
Not only nations but cities are 
getting bigger Only a little more 
than 10 years ago. the world had 
29 cities with a million residents.

—John M. Nelson, superintend­ 
ent of Seattle City Light, said 
Monday he did not tell anyone 
until 
1969 that payments to 
Mayor Joseph Alioto of San 
Francisco had gone over $1 
million in 1965. 
Nelson returns to the witness 
stand for a third day today in 
trial of a $2.3 million civil 
lawsuit against Alioto and two 
former Washington State otfi- 
cials. 
The state and 
12 publicly 
owmed utilities are seeking re­ 
fund of $2.3 million they paid 
Alioto for serving as their attor­ 
ney in antitrust suits in the 
1960s before he became mayor. 
Seattle is among the utilities 
involved in both the current suit 
and the antitrust suits. 
The state and utilities claim 
they were not told about remo­ 
val of a $1 million ceiling from 
Alioto’s fee or that he would 
share the fee with John J. 
O’Connell, then attorney gener­ 
al of Washington State, and 
George K. Faler, an assistant 
to O’Connell. The two men re­ 
ceived $802.000. 
Nelson had testified earlier 
that Seattle received a refund 
of $116,900 on its share of the 
fee in 
1967 after Nelson and 
others told O'Connell they had 
learned late in 1966 that the fee 
ceiling had been removed the 
previous year. 
Nelson said Monday he did 
not discuss the refund with 
anyone. “ I did not tell anyone 
the fee had gone over $1 million 
until 
some 
years 
later—in 
1969,” Nelson said. Kenneth A. 
MacDonald, attorney for Faler, 
asked if that was after the 
matter had received publicity. 
“ Yes,” Nelson replied. 
Under cross examination by 
MacDonald, Nelson said he at­ 
tended meetings of half a dozen 
groups from time to time in the 
1960s at which representatives 
of other utilities involved in the 
antitrust suits were present. 
“ Conversations 
about 
that 
(the suits) were surprisingly 
few,” he said. “ The matter was 
in 
good 
hands, 
was 
being 
pressed 
and 
there was 
not 
much to talk about.” 
He said he served as vice 
chairman of the steering com­ 
mittee of Washington utilities 
antitrust group, the organiza­ 
tion formed by the utilities to 
press their antitrust claims. 


Asked by MacDonald how he 
was named the steering com­ 
mittee. Nelson replied, “ I ’m 
really not quite sure.” 
Asked how he got off. he 
answered, “ It quit meeting “ 
He said the committee met for 
less than a year. 
MacDonald also asked it Nel­ 
son ever had difficulty obtain­ 
ing 
information 
from 
Faler, 
who served as coordinator for 
the group. Nelson said, “ No— 
with the possible exception of a 
final audit, which was difficult 
to come by.” 
MacDonald tried, but failed, 
to find out from Nelson how 
much the city of Seattle seeks 
m the current suit. 
William 
Helsell. attorney for the plain­ 
tiffs. interrupted the question­ 
ing to state that a proposed 
agreement on a complicated 
formula setting the amounts to 
be allocated to individual utili­ 
ties 
was 
being 
circulated 
among the plaintiffs for their 
approval. 
MacDonald said. “ This is the 
secret we have never been able 
to solve.”

Gordon Miller, chief engineer 
of the Sonoma County Water 
Agency, yesterday recommend­ 
ed a two-phase plan be started 
soon to supply an additional 15 
million gallons of water per day 
by 1975. 
Miller estimated construction 
costs at $8,642.000 at current 
prices, but recommended the 
board authorize the sale of $9,- 
506,000 in revenue bonds to al­ 
low' for inflation during the 
three year construction period. 
The initial plan would include 
construction of a new 20-inch 
water line from the Wohler 
pumping station to new wells on 
the Russian River and con­ 
struction of a new booster 
pump station between Santa 
Rosa and Cotati. 
The second phase would in­ 
volve installation of a new 30- 
inch water line from the Rus­ 
sian River to Cotati where it 
would connect with the present 
north-south line for Petaluma 
and North Marin. Miller also 
proposed construction of a six- 
million gallon storage lank in 
the Cotati area for the new 
water supply. 
Miller said the system could 
be completed in 1975 if con­ 
struction were to begin in the 
near future. He said it would 
increase the water supply from 
the present capacity of 40 mil­ 
lion gallons per day to 55 mil­ 
lion. 
The supervisors instructed 
Miller to meet with representa­ 
tives of cities and districts 
which buy water on a contract 
basis to get their reactions to 
the plan and to report back to 
the board on Dec. 13.

WASHINGTON — fU*p. Wil­ 
liam S. Maillinrd R-Sixth Dis­ 
trict, has joined 16 other House 
Republicans in urging passage 
of the Senate’s campaign- 
spending reform legislation. 
The House wit) resume its 
consideration of this and sever­ 
al other reform bills after the 
Thanksgiving recess. 
Mailliard, in an interview, 
said he has “ mixed feelings’’ 
about laws that, would pla<e 
limits on campaign spending. 
“ It’s a tough question be­ 
cause the costs of campaigning 
vary from district to district,’’ 
he said. “ I think $50,000 (which 
is th«* limit proposed in one 
House bill) would be too low for 
a challenger in my district.’’ 
Mailliard said he normally 
spends between $25,000 and 
$30.000 for his primary and 
general election campaigns. 
The Senate proposal support­ 
ed by Mailliard would allow 
flexible spending limits, strong 
requirements for public disclo­ 
sure of campaign contributions 
and an enforcement procedure 
independent of Congressional 
control. 
But he said he would not 
oppose any other bill that 
comes before the House be­ 
cause he is confident it could be 
toughened in a conference with 
the Senate. 
Mailliard said he never has 
contributed to his own cam­ 
paigns, with the exception of 
his first unsuccessful one in 
1948 and then his winning cam­ 
paign in 1952. 
For many years, he instruct­ 
ed his campaign committee to 
limit individual contributions to 
$500, but decided recently to 
raise the limit to $1.000 because 
of rapidly rising campaign 
costs. 
“ Now I ’m seriously thinking 
of raising it to $1,500,” he said.

pitch their own tents and carry 
their own back packs. So far 
the presence of girls has pre­ 
sented only one special prob­ 
lem. 
Post leaders said they had to 
assure worried parents their 
daughters would be safe. They 
hope to offset further anxiety 
by adding a married, female 
committeeman to their staff 
who will be present on future 
campouts. 
Although “ no special treat­ 
ment” is the official position, 
the girls say their fellow Ex­ 
plorers are eager to lend a 
hand. At the Headlands, “ they 
wanted to help us carry our 
back packs,” Miss Vandegrift 
said smiling. And the male 
Explorers pitched the girls tent 
— which fell down 30 minutes 
later. 
Explorer girls enter posts at 
first class rank. Explorer scout­ 
ing differs from Boy Scouts in 
that Explorers work only to­ 
ward merit badges, rather than 
rank. The post elects its own 
officers and supervises its 
meetings and activities with the 
assistance of an adult adviser. 
Each post specializes in some 
activity and Post 383 plans to 
specialize in emergency serv­ 
ice.

SACRAMENTO (UPD - The 
State Department of Social Wel­ 
fare has been accused by a 
Democratic 
Assemblyman of 
abandoning “ any semblance of 
lawful behavior” in implement­ 
ing tht1 state’s new Welfare 
Reform Law. 
Assemblyman John J. Miller, 
D-Berkeley, delivered a sharp 
verbal blast against State So­ 
cial Welfare Director Robert B 
Carleson at a legislative hear­ 
ing called to discuss the Wel­ 
fare Revision Program. 
“ Mr. Carleson has resorted to 
blatantly illegal tactics in a last 
-ditch effort to save his own 
hide,” Miller said Monday re­ 
garding certain welfare regula­ 
tions proposed by Carleson’s 
agency. 
The Berkeley lawmaker was 
the sole witness at the hearing 
—the third held so far—by a 
special 
welfare 
committee 
headed by Sen. Anthony C. Be- 
ilenson, D-Beverly Hills. 
“ We legislators know that the 
governor’s 
welfare 
reform 
shuck was built around an in­ 
credibly evil and cynical at­ 
tempt to protect the rich and 
con the middle-class at the ex­ 
pense of the poor,” Miller ad­ 
ded. 
His charges brought a sharp 
rejoinder from his Republican 
colleague, Assemblyman Dixon 
Arnett of Redwood City, who 
admonished 
him 
to 
refrain 
from 
making 
“ political 
speeches.” 


Earlier, Assemblyman John 
L. 
Burton, D-San Francisco, 
and Carleson also engaged in a 
heated exchange over whether 
the state welfare agency was 
properly carrying out the intent 
of the legislature’s welfare re­ 
form measure. 


Both Burton and Beilenson 
contended many adult children 
of parents who are on the 
state’s Aid to the Aged program 
are contributing more than the 
basic grant. They said this is 
contrary to the lawmakers’ in­ 
tent. 
Carleson 
responded 
that 
counties were responsible for 
determining whether full grants 
should be paid based on the 
outside income of a recipient. 


The preliminary eountywide

We'll Pay Some More 
For Civic Center 


Marin County has by no 
means heard the last of the 
cost of its Civic Center. That is 
obvious from the lawsuits and 
counter-suits over the V eterans 
Memorial Building and the Hall 
of Justice. 
Paul V. Wright Inc. and Ben 
Oretksy 
Inc., contractors on 
the Veterans Memorial Build­ 
ing, are suing the county and 
the architects — Taliesen Asso­ 
ciates, Frank Lloyd Wright 
Foundation, Aaron G. Green 
and William Wesley Peters — 
for $374,795. The contractors 
claim numerous errors and 
omissions in the plans were 
found during construction, 
causing delays and extra ex­ 
pense. This constitutes breach 
of contract, they allege. 
County and architects have 
filed countersuits against the 
contractors, blaming them for 
a nine-month delay in opening 
of the building. 


A SIM ILA R SUIT against the 
county and the same architects 
has been filed by Robert E. 
McKee. Inc., contractor on the 
Hall of Justice, containing the 
same kind of allegations. 
It claims county and archi­ 
tects “ extensively redesigned 
the building beginning shortly 
after work had commenced and 
continuing throughout a major 
portion of the life of the con­ 
tract." 
And. as with the Veterans 
Memorial Building, county and 
architects have filed cross-com­ 
plaints against McKee. 


Who is at fault is something 
the courts will have to decide 
— whether the architects, or 
someone in county government, 
changed the rules in mid-game, 
whether the contractors failed 
to live up to their contracts, 
etc. 
B IT W E KNOW who pays 
the bill. We do — all of us 
Marin County taxpayers. 
We have paid once already, 
in increased costs for both 
buildings beyond the estimates 
on which the contracts were 
based. We will pay again, in 
costs for the court actions. We 
may pay a third time, if the 
county is found liable. 
The Civic Center construction 
has seen a series of changes 
and a series of delays. None of 
the buildings has opened when 
scheduled. None has been com­ 
pleted 
quite 
as 
originally 
planned. And every one has 
cost more than estimated. 
T H E R E IS NOT MUCH use 
in crying over this spilled milk 
— even if it does seem to have 
gold dust in it. But the county, 
and jurisdictions within it. 
might ponder the affaire Civic 
Center and try to draw some 
lessons from it. 
One lesson might be that the 
Big Name — whether of archi­ 
tect, builder, administrator, 
planner, or whatever — is no 
assurance of satisfaction. The 
local man who is established 
here and must live with the 
results ol his work may. be a 
better bet.

U.C. Auditors Found Plenty^ 
But One Proposal Hit Fan 


SACRAMENTO — Do you know what 
those nasty old auditors from the state 
Department of Finance did? 
Why. they went down to the University 
of California campuses and dug up ail 
sorts of ways to save money. Can you 
believe it? 
The auditor* studied 20 separate areas 
of university operations, and came up 
with hundreds of suggestions for econo­ 
mies: things such as the use and mis-use 
of university vehicles. Like, what was 
that car I saw you with last year in 
Delano, during the grape strike? Or, how 
come those brothers had that university 
go-cart out on the town, that time they 
went to the Black Panther confab? 
And, what abour purchasing policies? 
How come the university doesn't join 
with other state agencies which use 
centralized purchasing? Something spe­ 
cial about your paper clips? 
AND SPEA KIN G of purchasing, guess 
what those needle-nosed auditors found 
out about buying library books. They 
found out that the university pays more 
for its books than the corner book store! 
Pays about 5 per cent over publisher's 
retail. 
The 5 per cent extra is a service 
charge for speedy service. Which makes 
sense. 1 guess. When a scholar needs a 
book, man, he really needs it. 
But, there's a hitch to it. The library 
orders a new reference volume — and 
gets it. speedy-quick. Then it sits on a 
back shelf for about six months until the 
Library of Congress catalogs it — sits 
there waiting for a file number and a 
reference card. When that arrives the 
book can lie put into circulation. 
So much for the 5 per cent service 
charge. 
IT YV\S THE AUDIT ol university 
library practices which really threw the 
whole audit into a tizzy. 
One of the auditors said. "Hey. you 
guys can always sell your rare books and

special collections. Uh. just a thought.”

SOMEBODY AUDITING your opera­ 
tion? Go through their list of suggestions. 
Forget the practical ideas. Find a clink­ 
er. Make it a red herring and throw it — 
no. leak it — to the boys in the press 
room. Then sit back and relax. Another 
economy move is down the tubes and the 
empire prevails! 
UC's president Charlie Hitch called 
Verne Orr and apologized for the leak. 
After the herring was already smelling 
up the rest of the audit. Hitch is always 
apologizing. 
Take this year’s budget tor U.C. A 
measly $337 million. The university said 
it would have to cut and squeeze and 
maybe even trim a bit They squeezed 
one per cent out of the $28 million library 
fund, and promised it would not cut 
library services for the students. 
Then they turned around and chopped 
back on the hours the libraries were 
open. Why? "Because those pertny-pinch- 
ers up in Sacramento are slamming the 
library doors, that's why." 
But. there was a hitch to that herring, 
too. It all came out at a regents' meeting. 
The library hours were cut because there 
were certain hours when the libraries 
were virtually empty.

May Mean Court Appointment 


WASHINGTON — The news 
that the F B I has been investi­ 
gating CBS correspondent Dan­ 
iel Schorr caused some trepida- 
tion among W ashington 
journalists early last week. 
But then the White House 
explained it all. Mr. Schorr was 
being investigated, a spokes­ 
man said, because he was being 
considered for a high govern­ 
ment job, and the White House 
wanted to run a check on him 
before they offered him the 
position. 
Well, all of us relaxed when 
we heard the explanation, not 
only because it made sense, but 
also because it showed that the 
administration harbored no ill 
feelings. Mr. Schorr has been a 
consistent critic of administra­ 
tion policies and if he was being 
considered for a high govern­ 
ment job, that meant any of us 
could be tapped for public serv­ 
ice. 
A GROUP OF correspondents 
were sitting in the White House 
press room the other day, 
chuckling over the latest White 
House press release, when 
Clyde Mothballer of the Kinzu 
Telegram Ledger was called to 
the phone. 
He came back whitefaced and 
said: “ That was my mother. 
The FBI was just at her house 
and wanted to know what li­ 
brary books 1 borrowed when I 
was a kid.” 
“ Congratulations, 
Mothball­ 
er,” the AP man said. “ That 
means you’re up for an impor­ 
tant government job.” 
“ I don’t know,” Clyde said. 
“ The administration got awful­ 
ly mad at me about my articles 
on the Supreme Court appoint­ 
ments. As a matter of fact 
someone from the White House 
called my editor and suggested 
I be sent to Moscow where I 
understood the government bet­ 
ter.” 
“ Don’t be silly, Mothballer,” 
the Boston Globe man said, 
“ the administration doesn’t 
hold grudges. I wouldn’t be 
surprised if they made you 
secretary of the treasury.” 
“ YOU WOULD THINK they 
would ask me if I wanted a job 
first,” Mothballer said. 
“ They wanted to surprise 
you,” the Washington Post cor­ 
respondent assured him. “ To 
think, one of our boys will be in 
the cabinet !” 
“ The F B I man didn’t say 
anything to my mother about a 
cabinet appointment. But he did 
want to know if I ever played 
with Daniel Kllsberg as a kid, 
Mothballer said. 
“ It’s just a smokescreen, 
Clyde,” the Ix>s Angeles Times 


man said. “ They always ask 
that when they’re considering 
somebody for secretary of de­ 
fense.” 
“ My mother said they also 
went around to the neighbors 
and asked them if I had ever 
had any strong feelings about 
Cuba.” 
“ That means you’re being put 
up for head of the CIA,” a UPI 
photographer said. “ With Dick 
Helms being moved upstairs, 
they’re probably looking for a 
new chief of operations.” 


“ IT’S POSSIBLE,” Mothball­ 
er said, “ but my mother said 
she caught two of the F B I men 
going through her trash basket 
last night.” 
“ That means you’re up for an 
environment job,” the NBC 
man shouted. 
“ I wish I could be as optimis­ 
tic as you guys,” Mothballer 
said. “ Suppose the FB I was 
asking questions to intimidate 
me?” 
The Chicago Sun-Times man 
was 
shocked. 
“ Bite 
your 
tongue, Mothballer,” he cried. 
“ The Nixon administration 
would never stoop to a trick 
like that, even if they disagreed 
with every word you wrote.” 
“ He’s, correct, Clyde,” the 
Newsweek correspondent said. 
“ Attorney General Mitchell 
would resign before he’d allow 
the White House to intimidate a 
newspaperman.” 
“ J. Edgar Hoover wouldn’t 
stand for it,” the New York 
Post man put in.

Year-Around School Plans 
Give Rise To Many Questions 


The pros and cons of year- 
around schools appear to be 
endless. Virtually everyone in 
Southern Sonoma would be af­ 
fected by the change and nearly 
everyone already has an opin­ 
ion about it. 
The methods of extending the 
school year are many and each 
seems to be getting at least 
some attention from the steer­ 
ing committee working on a 
recommendation to go to the 
Petaluma Board of Education. 
Receiving the most study is 
the 45-15 plan in which students 
would be divided into four 
groups, each in class for 45 
days followed by 15 days vaca­ 
tion. This would have one- 
fourth on vacation at any given 
time. Also being given close 
scrutiny is a plan to divide the 
school year into four quarters 
with a student in class for three 
consecutive quarters, but with 
the vacation periods staggered 
instead of all being June-Sep- 
tember. 
IN EITH ER CASE, parents 
must face the prospects of hav­ 
ing children on vacation during 
winter. Families that enjoy 
winter sports or traveling at 
off-season 
rates 
would be 
pleased by the change, but the 
initial reaction is that the ma­ 
jority would not. 
Working mothers, especially, 
are wary of the idea and won­ 
der if they could make child 
care arrangements for students 
who get three-week vacations 
every three months. 
City recreation departments 
in Southern Sonoma, which 
gear programs for summer, va­ 
cation months, wouid be faced 
with providing programs for 
25 per cent of the student popu­ 
lation on a year-round basis. 
Police departments are giving 
serious thought to possible in­ 
creased vandalism, littering 


and shoplifting. Businesses that 
normally hire student workers 
in the summer would also be 
affected. 
THE MAIN CONCERN, how­ 
ever. is the effect of the plan on 
students. Preliminary studies 
have shown that many students 
retain more information on the 
quarter system and 45-15 plan. 
They would no longer return 
from a three-month vacation 
and spend the first six weeks 
doing refresher work. 
While it has not been shown 
that year-round schooling would 
definitely reduce or increase 
operating costs, by making bet­ 
ter use of existing buildings and 
facilities, construction of new 
schools can be delayed. 
The Petaluma Elementary 
District foresees no enrollment 
increase for the next five years, 
but a classroom squeeze will 
probably continue in Old Adobe 
District on Petaluma’s East- 
side. at junior and senior high 
schools throughout Petaluma 
High School District, and possi­ 
ble in the Cotati School District 
in the next several years as 
Rohnert Park grows. Crowded 
conditions and schools on dou­ 
ble sessions could be eliminated 
by extending the school year 
and reducing the student popu­ 
lation by 25 per cent. 
THE STUDY COMMITTEE is 
scheduled to sift through all the 
pros and cons of the various 
plans and come up with a 
recommendation for the school 
board by February, a difficult 
task to say the least. 
It is hoped that students, par­ 
ents. school personnel and oth­ 
ers in the community can keep 
an open mind about extending 
the school year — at least until 
a firm plan is offered. Members 
of the school board have made 
it plain that they have not made 
up their minds.

Mill Valley has a new m ar­ 
riag e and family counselor — 
Gordon L. Foster — but he is 
far from new to the community . 
Rev. Foster was pastor of the 
Mill Valley Community Church 
from 1947 to 1971). 
He still lives in the old Victo­ 
rian home in Mill Valley , where 
he and his wife, M arjorie, 
reared their four children. 
Mill Valley is the only home 
town our children have known,” 
the Rev. Foster said. All but 
the y oung est son of the family 
of three boy s and one g irl are 
now married and have their 
own homes. 
Free from family responsibil­ 
ities, the Fosters left for Switz­ 
erland 
in Septem ber 
197 0. 
There Rev. Foster spent a y ear 
study ing at the Carl Jung insti­ 
tute for Analy tical Psy cholog y 
in Zurich . . . under a study 
g rant from a foundation for 
Jung ian education. 
IN II1S SUNNY office in Mill 
Valley ’s K1 Paseo, opened last 
month, the former Mill Valley 
Com m unity Church m inister 
spoke of his chang e in vocations 
and the approach he will take 
in his counseling . 
‘‘I m not really starting a 
new career,” he emphasized. 
“ What I’m doing is not all that 
different. I have taken one part 
of a pastor’s job, counseling , 
and will be stressing that. I still 
see my self as a Christian minis­ 
ter, working individually and in 
small g roups with people.” 
Two aspects of Rev. Foster’s 
backg round were of special val­ 
ue in counseling , apart from his 
q ualification as a minister with 
the B. 
D. deg ree from the 
Pacific School of Relig ion. One 
was his y ear’s work toward a 
doctorate in psy cholog y and 
philosophy at Columbia Univer­ 
sity and the Union Theolog ical 
Seminary in New York City . 
The other was ecumenical ex­ 
perience, which confirmed his 
broad view of relig ion. 
DURING WORLD War II he 
had served simultaneously as 
pastor of the First Cong reg a­ 
tional Church and the First 
Presby terian Church in Santa

Rosa, when the pastor of the 
latter, a close friend, became 
chaplain in the U.S. Army . 
Rev. Foster explained why 
his approach to counseling is 
based on Jung ’s analy tical psy ­ 
cholog y rather than the Freudi­ 
an, but he emphasized, ‘‘I don’t 
claim to bo a Jung ian analy st 
— only a minister with partial 
training in the Jung ian ap­ 
proach. 
The essential difference be­ 
tw een Freud and Jung , he 
pointed out, is that Freud bases 
every thing on the sex drive, 
whereas Jung say s sex is not 
the only source of energ y . 
“Jung ian psy cholog y also ac­ 
cepts the reality of the uncon­ 
scious as well as the conscious 
psy che,” he explained, adding 
that this psy cholog y is cong en­ 
ial to the relig ious aspect of 
life. 
Rev. Foster believes that the 
importance of the unconscious 
part of the mind is what people 
must understand before they 
can understand themselves and 
others. 
“MY APPROACH is that we 
have to know ourselves before 
we can risk letting ourselves be 
known by others,” he said. 
“ Every body wants intimacy in­ 
stead of mask-to-mask relation­ 
ships. A lot of people know only 


the roles they have been play ­ 
ing . They don’t understand 
their neg ative feeling s, and a 
counselor should try to uncover 
the unconscious sources so that 
they can f>e understood and not 
cause destructive results for 
themselves and others.” 
There are various means of 
uncovering the unconscious ma­ 
terial, h<* noted, but said that 
Jung emphasizes dream analy ­ 
sis. 
"Dreams are the lang uag e of 
the unconscious psy che,” he 
explained. “ If y our conscious 
mind is way off base, y our 
unconscious will try to show 
y ou where. The process of be­ 
coming a whole person is g et­ 
ting in touch with this uncon­ 
s c i o us 
m a t e r i a l 
a nd 
incorporating it so that it does 
not control y ou and so that y ou 
can use its positive values. 
Jung say s dream s are as real 
as any thing in life.” 
Interpreting this dream ma­ 
terial, however, the minister 
warned, is not a simple m atter 
but one for which special train­ 
ing is needed. “ People should 
beware of the dream book,” he 
cautioned, observing that ob­ 
jects as sy mbols do not alway s 
have the same sig nificance. “ A 
tree may mean one thing in one 
person’s life and something en­ 
tirely different in ano th er’s 
life,” he said. 
The m inister discussed some 
of the problems he expects to 
handle. 
OLDER PEOPLE: “ My psy ­ 
cholog y is exceptionally g ood 
for people in the second half of 
life. In the West the y oung man 
has to develop his conscious 
mind to find his place in the 
world, but the penalty for 40 
y ears of concentration on this 
can mean neg lect of the inner 
world so that its existence is 
not admitted. 
“The task of the second half 
of life is to discover the neg lect­ 
ed side of one’s self. Your old 
ag e can be just as exciting as 
the first half but on a different 
basis.” Retirement can mean 
loss of meaning , he noted. 
M arriag e: Counseling in this 
area, he said,, consists larg ely 


of working with couples who 
need someone not involved in 
their problems to help find solu­ 
tions. 
Divorce: “ Two people often 
manag e to g et along as long as 
they are busy working out secu­ 
rity , building and maintaining a 
home and rearing children. 
Then suddenly they may look at 
each other and find themselves 
strang ers. They may find they 
don’t know how to talk to each 
other or even like each other.” 
They have to find out who they 
are, he said. 


YOUTH. “ANY kind of big 
problem, such as finding y our 
place in life is much harder 
now that there are so many 
options and so many life sty les. 
A g reat many thing s have af­ 
fected the feeling side of y oung 
people’s lives, and they have 
bizarre way s of dealing with 
th e m .” The counselor finds 
very hopeful the fact that so 
many are seeking less m ateri­ 
alistic values today . 


Individuals Searching for 
Meaining : “ I am primarily in­ 
terested in the suffering people 
g o throug h when they can no 
long er find meaning in life. We 
are only able to deal with our 
lives when we can see mean­ 
ing .” 


WHILE Rev. Foster enjoy s 
working with individuals, he 
feels the g roup approach is 
valuable. 


“ I do hope, as the y ear g oes 
on, to do some g roup counsel­ 
ing ,” he say s. “ Dealing with 
some thing s in a g roup can be 
very helpful and much less 
expensive. A therapy g roup I 
could work with would be one 
which would employ a variety 
of methods and use all that men 
and science are learning about 
relationships.” 


The former pastor said he is 
allowing himself a y ear to see if 
he can accomplish what he 
hopes to in the private counsel­ 
ing field. At the end of that 
time he expects to know a g reat 
deal more about which prob­ 
lems are common and which 
are special in Marin.

A LONG COMMUTE 
Iso la ted Area 
Gets A Do cto r

New Ha n d b o o k Ou t On Din n er Hin ts 


What shall I cook for dinner? 
This can be a difficult problem 
for family meal planners not 
just once in a while, but 365 
day s a y ear. Imag ine, then, 
how difficult it can bo for peo­ 
ple in food service operations 
like hospitals and institutions 
who are responsible for plan 
ning menus for hundreds of 
people every day . 
A new handbook of ideas, 
“ Volume Feeding Menu Selec­ 
tor,” which was written for 
these people, can also be help­ 
ful in planning family meals. 
Published by Cahners Books in 
Boston, it’s based on 15 y ears of 
menu sug g estion columns by 
Alta B. Atkinson, administra- 


tive dietitian at Harvard Uni­ 
versity Food Services. 
About 14.000 sug g estions for 
menu items from appetizers to 
desserts are arrang ed in menu 
selector charts, 10 to a month, 
with seasonal foods and holiday 
m eals 
in 
the 
ap p ro p riate 
months. 
FIRST, PICK an entree such 
as Mary land fried chicken with 
boiled potatoes from the poultry 
column. From the same col­ 
umn, add the complementary 
dishes which will g o with the 
main dish. 
For example, y ou may choose 
spiced fruit cocktail, if y ou’d 
like an appetizer. For a veg eta­ 
ble, chive buttered carrots. A 


Waldorf salad and coffee ice 
cream with marshmallow sauce 
would complete this meal nice­ 
ly . This adds up to a complete 
meal, and only uses up one of 
the 240 possible choices for the 
month. 


Each month’s menu selector 
puts tog ether 240 different men­ 
us, offering 2,880 dinner ideas 
— enoug h for seven and a half 
y ears of dinners without any 
duplications. The charts are set 
up according to foods that g o 
W'ell tog ether, alleviating worry 
about what-g oes-with-what. 


Each chart is divided into 
four columns, one each for a 
main dish of m eat, poultry , 


seafo o d and m isc e lla ne o us 
dishes which include foreig n 
foods, main-dish veg etables like 
stuffed peppers and eg g or 
cheese dishes. These columns 
are subdivided by appetizer, 
entree, veg etable, salad and 
dessert for each meal. 


This is the way professional 
menu-makers use the Menu Se­ 
lector, but whenever y ou need a 
fresh idea, y ou can open the 
book at random and put y our 
fing er on one. 


STILL MORE alternatives 
are listed in the sections called 
“ Added Attractions” which fol­ 
low each month’s menu selec­ 
tors. These g ive y ou ideas for 
special occasions, varieties of 
ordinary foods, substitutions for 
worn-out dishes and new meth­ 
ods of preparing food y ou al­ 
ready use. 


EAGLE, Colo. TUPi)—This 
mountain community of 800 is 
still conducting a nationwide 
campaig n to lure a doctor, but 
in the meantime they ’ve g ot Dr. 
Mary Jo Jacobs who doesn't 
mind 
com m uting 60 m iles 
roundtrip three day s a week. 
Dr. Jacobs opened her part- 
time practice in Eag le in Octo­ 
ber. She say s she doesn’t mind 
commuting . 
“ It ’s been beautiful, ideal,” 
she said in an interview. “The 
cany ons have been g org eous. 
Every day it chang es.” 
Eag le has been without a 
doctor for the past three y ears. 
The town’-s plea for a full-time 
phy sician has received nation­ 
wide publicity — but no takers. 
The townsfolk even strung a 
long banner across Main Street 
proclaiming “ Eag le Needs a 
Doctor.” 


IN THE MEANTIME who is 
the wife of a doctor and mother 
of four children, drives to Eag le 
three day s a week —Monday , 
W ednesday and F riday . She 
treats patients in the Eag le 
Medical Clinic, a three-y ear-old 
facility built by the town. Much 
of its eq uipment is second hand. 
“ We had to scroung e our 
eq uipm ent,” she said. The 
larg e eq uipment came from the 
Gillman Mine hospital which 
closed down several y ears ag o 
and g ave its eq uipment to the 
Vail Clinic, 30 miles away . 
“ There were a lot of thing s 
that they couldn't use and wer­ 
en’t g oing to use at Vail, so 
they were nice enoug h to let us 
have some of that, examining 
tables and so forth,” Dr. Jacobs 
said. 
“ We are still try ing to g et an 
X-ray machine,” she added. 
“ There is one up at the Gillman 
hospital but it has to be 
checked out to see if it’s suita­ 
ble for moving and if it's safe 
for usag e.” 


DR. JACOBS medicine. She 
and her husband, an obstetri- 
cian-g y necolog ist who set up a 
practice in Glenwood last sum­ 
mer, practiced in rural New 
Mexico for eig ht y ears and 
Montana for four y ears. 
“ 1 g ot a lot of winter driving 
in when we lived in northwest­ 
ern Montana,” she said. “ We 
lived in q uite a severe winter 
reg ion. I don’t mind the had 
roads.” 
Dr. Jacobs is not sure just 
how iong she will be practicing 
in Eag le. 
“ I cam e here with the under­ 
standing that f would work until 
they could find a full-time doc­ 
tor who would live here and 
assume the practice,” she said. 
Since the advertising beg an 
18 months ag o, about 60 doctors 
have made inq uiries while 20 
actually look<*d the town over, 
said Mrs. Marillia McCain, a 
board member for the clinic. 


SOME DOCTORS distance 
from the nearest hospital, 30 
m iles 
aw ay 
at 
Glenwood 
Spring s, and many wives wer­ 
en't too enthusiastic about the 
rural life, Mrs. McCain said. 
The distance doesn't bother 
Dr. Jacobs. With modern tech­ 
nolog y and communications, “ I 
can take a blood test today and 
they can call me on it tomorrow 
from Denver.” 
The problem, as Dr. Jacobs 
sees it, is with the person who 
g ets sick and must travel a long 
distance to g et medical care. 
Her personal plans call for 
eventually owning and operat­ 
ing a mobile medical clinic 
throug hout Eag le, Garfield and 
Pitkin Counties to screen resi­ 
dents and determine who mig ht 
need hospital care. 
“ Many areas are g row ing 
rapidly and have no doctors,” 
she said. 
And in the meantime, Eag - 
lites are g etting medical care. 


THE COLORADO community of Eag le has been without a 
doctor for three y ears, so Dr. Mary Jo Jacobs doesn’t mind 
the 60 mile commute from her home in Glenwood, Colo. Dr. 
Jacobs drives to Eag le three day s a week to treat patients 
in the Eag le Medical Clinic, a three y ear old facility built 
by the town. She hopes eventually to operate a mobile 
medical clinic throug h Eag le, Garfield and Pitkin counties. 
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Parents Urged 
To Foster Myth 
O f Santa Claus 


NEW YORK (U PR -A noted 
child psy chiatrist say s parents 
should foster the my th of Santa 
Claus so their y oung children 
can accept C hristm as g ifts 
without feeling oblig ated to par­ 
ents and relatives. 
Dr. Bruno Bettelheim, writ­ 
ing in the current issue of 
Ladies Home Jo urnal, said 
Monday belief in Santa “ is the 
only way some children can 
perm it them selves to enjoy 
Christmas presents. 
“ Many children feel they 
don’t deserve presents from 
their parents,” he said. “ Even 


more children sense that ac­ 
cepting g ifts from parents or 
relatives creates an oblig ation.

NEW YORK (U PI)—Three 
and a half centuries ago our 
forefathers sat down to the first 
Thanksgiving dinner. 
The 
festive 
meal 
most 
Americans will eat this Nov. 25 
bears almost no resemblance to 
the 1621 original in either menu 
or manner of cooking. For this 
we can be thankful. 
Before all you traditionalists 
take aim, hear this: research 
by the Plymouth-Provincetown 
Celebration Commission indi­ 
cates that the first such harvest 
festival probably was more like 
a community barbecue than a 
family meal with comfortable 
indoor seating. 
Moreover, what the Pilgrims 
ate had to be gathered wild 
from woods, fields and streams, 
or shot, killed, skinned and 
dressed for cooking. 
RECORDS ARE skimpy of 
the actual bill of fare shared by 
the Pilgrims with their Indian 
guests. Foods mentioned specif­ 
ically include venison, wild 
duck, wild goose, clams, other 
shellfish, eel, wild plums and 
berries, white bread, corn 
bread, leeks, watercress and 
other “ sallet herbs” and sweet, 
strong wine made from wild 
grapes. No cranberry sauce 
and no pumpkin or mince pie. 
The commission said turkey 
is widely assumed to have been 
part of the main course, chiefly 
because of the many references 
to “wild turkies” in historical 
papers of the period. 


The commission also said 
wild cranberries were plentiful 
in 1621 in bogs near Plimoth 
(now Plymouth, Mass.) but the 
Pilgrims are thought not to 
have found use of them in time 
for the first Thanksgiving. But 
51 years later, John Josselyn 
wrote in 
“ New 
England’s 
Rarities Discovered” that “The 
Indians and English use them 
juch boyling them with Sugar 
for Sauce to eat with their 
meat; and it is a delicate 
Sauce, especially for roasted 
Mutton; Some make tarts with 
them as with Goose Berries.”

Most of us use the term 
Oriental rug to describe any 
elaborate overall design or re­ 
petitive design executed in 
traditional colors and patterns. 
But within that term Oriental is 
a whole world of design infor­ 
mation. 
There are easilv 40 different 


Po n ch o a n d Pa n ts! 


kinds of Oriental rugs. They 
have one thing in common — 
they are usually handwoven or 
hand-knotted of wool or silk 
fibers. If you look up Oriental 
rugs in an encyclopedia of de­ 
sign you'll find six subheadings 
of Chinese, Caucasian, Indian, 
Persian, Turkoman and Turk­ 
ish. 


IF YOU READ about Persian 
rugs, you'll find additional cate­ 
gories such as Bijar. Feraghan, 
Hamadan, Kerman, Sarook. 
And each of these types has a 
character of its own, although 
the motifs found in Persians 
reflect an interest in birds, 
gardens, animals, vines and 
flowers. These themes are ar­ 
ranged around a main central 
medallion. 


Colors are delicate in the 
Kermans, while Sarooks mix 
stronger colors with the pastel 
tones. And there are more 
types of Persians than men­ 
tioned here. So you can see how- 
generic and unspecific the word 
Oriental is when it comes to 
describing a rug. 


Originally the place names 
became attached to designs 
that were made or shipped 
from an area of the world. Now 
we merely repeat the design 
name, although copies of Orien­ 
tal rug motifs continue to be 
made hundreds and thousands 
of miles away from the original 
source. 
One American company. Kar­ 


astan Mills, has consistently 
tried to maintain quality design 
and materials in their contem­ 
porary Oriental rugs. Yet they 
continued to add 20th-Century 
colorations and wearability fac­ 
tors to the basic design concept. 
The rug illustrated today is an 
example. Karastan calls this 
“ Ivory Bokhara,” and it’s 
worked in the finest imported 
worsted wools. The pattern of 
stylized octagons is framed 
with a series of geometric-de­ 
signed borders. Traditionally, 
the number of borders deter­ 
mined the value of the rug. 


THE BOKHARA category ap­ 
pears in your design dictionary 
under the general group of Tur­ 
komans. They were rugs woven 
by the nomadic tribes of Af­ 
ghanistan, Baluchistan and 
Turkestan and have distinctive 
geometric designs. While most 
Bokharas revolve around red 
values, this interpretation by 
Karastan has a clear ivory 
background and rich wine-red 
border — a pleasing balance of 
color for an eclectic American 
environment.

The tape is vertically marked 
and invisibly perforated along 
the vertical lines, to serve as an 
adjustable guide to flawless 
topstitching. The horizontal 
markings are for measuring. 
On the back the tape is adhe­ 
sive so it sticks firmly to the 
garment fabric while doing its 
several jobs. Then, it can be 
peeled off with one quick mo­ 
tion. 
The new tape helps guide 
every kind of topstitching, func­ 
tional or decorative, including 
parallel rows, curves and zip­ 
per stitching. The width of the 
tape can be narrowed by pull­ 
ing off one, two, three or four 
strips at the perforations.

Firs t Challe nge In 34 Ye ars 
To Span's Ins urance Brok e rs

A committee of Golden Gate 
Bridge District directors, frus­ 
trated by an accelerating de­ 
cline in insurance coverage on 
the span, recommended unani­ 
mously y esterday that another 
broker be given a crack at the 
job.

broker, M arsh and 
McLennan Inc. 


*At immediate issue was some 
$200,000 a y ear in premiums for 
disaster coverage. Other poli­ 
cies bring the district’s total 
premiums to well over $500,000 
a y ear. 
With the replacement cost of 
the bridge at $200 million, dis­ 
aster insurance now covers less 
than 16 per cent of the cost in 
event of total loss in an earth­ 
quake, or $32 million. Only four 
y ears ago, coverage was at $55 
million. 
Marsh and McLennan’s sen­ 
ior vice president, J.B. W’right, 
blamed the falling coverage on 
a jittery worldwide insurance

SACRAMENTO (UPD —1The 
state and federal government 
have been temporarily enjoined 
from any new hirings under the 
Emergency Employ ment Act 
until plans are developed for 
bringing migrant farm workers 
into the program.

Sausalito's Railroad Era At End

Sausalito’s colorful 96-year 
history as a “ railroad town” 
ended abruptly this afternoon 
when the last Northwestern Pa­ 
cific train, consisting of an en­ 
gine and caboose, chugged into 
the bayside city, then out again. 


The 7,2 mile rail line, the last 
in Southern Marin, will be offi­ 
cially abandoned Thanksgiving 
Day, according to R.A. Seder- 
holm. public relations represen­ 
tative for .Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road. of which Northwestern 
Pacific is a subsidiarv. 


Today’s run was not an offi­ 
cial one, according to Seder- 
holm, but simply “ some busi­ 
ness the railroad has to take 
care of.” The caboose which 
the engine will tow into Sausali­ 
to has been purchased by a 
Sausalito man,according to Sed-

crholm, who was unable to 
name the buyer. 
The final train was to leave 
Petaluma at noon, arriving in 
Sausalito between 1:30 and 2 
p.m. to deposit the caboose, 
then leave again, for the last 
time. 
The run marked the end of an 
era which began January 7, 
1875, when passenger service to 
Sausalito was inaugurated by 
the North Pacific Coast Raii- 
road which built the rail system 
through marin. The first freight 
— 300 sacks of potatoes — was 
shipped from Tómales to Sau- 
salito by rail the same year. 
In 1873 the Sausalito Land 
and Ferry Co. donated 30 acres 
along Richardson Bay as a 
depot site and by the end of 
1874, Chinese laborers had 
placed North Pacific Coast 
track across the county. 
The early trains connected 
with a ferry service between 
Sausalito and San Francisco, 
originally operated by the Sau­ 
salito Land and Ferry Co. and 
later by North Pacific Coast. 
By the 1890s, North Pacific 
Coast had lines to West Marin, 
San Rafael, Corte Madera. Mill 
Valley and Alto, among others. 
Several Marin cities, including 
Larkspur, Kentfield, San Ansel­ 
mo and Fairfax eventually 
grew up along the railroad 
right-of-way. 


In the 1890s the railroad had 
15 locomotives and 400 pieces of 
rolling stock running along its 
81-miles stretch of track. But 
the line, plagued by a series of 
bad accidents and lawsuits 
merged in 1907 with the North 
Shore and San Francisco rail­ 
roads to become the Northwest­ 
ern Pacific Railroad. 
Southern Pacific acquired 
Northwestern Pacific in 1929. 


The railroad line to Sausalito, 
with the connecting ferry serv­ 
ice to San Francisco, continued 
to grow during the next 30 
years. But increased use of the 
automobile and the construction 
of the Golden Gate Bridge in 
1937 lessened the popularity of 


ferries and trains among the 
county’s commuters. 
In 1941, NW P abandoned 
commuter train and ferry serv­ 
ice and Sausalito’s position as a 
major rail center declined rap­ 
idly. Since World War II, the 
line to Sausalito has been only a 
little-used spur track to deliver 
goods to the city's business 
firms. 
Today’s train will also be the 
last to pass through the Corte 
Madera tunnel, a Marin land­ 
mark which in earlier days 
divided Marin in the minds of 
its residents. In those days an 
individual either lived north or 
south of the tunnel, a designa­ 
tion often used to explain the 
location of a particular home or 
business. 
The Northwestern Pacific line 
from San Rafael to Eureka will 
be the only major rail line left 
in Marin, Sederholm said. 
Yesterday an enthusiastic 
group of Sausalito young people 
celebrated the city’s next-to- 
last railroad run as an antique 
rail car, owned by actor Ster­ 
ling Hayden's daughter Gretch- 
en was towed to the D.B. Mor­ 
gan Rail Car Co. in Greenbrae 
for major refurbishing. 
The old executive car, origin­ 
ally built, in 1893 by the Chica­ 
go, Burlington and Quincy Rail­ 
road, was purchased by Hayden 
from the railroad in 1966 and 
has reposed in Sausalito near 
the Tiki Junction since that 
tiem. 
It is currently used as an 
office by a friend of Miss Hay­ 
den's, Peter Laufer, a news 
reporter for KSAN FM Radio in 
San Francisco. After the car is 
refurbished, with the brakes 
repacked and new airhoses in­ 
stalled, Laufer said he hopes to 
find another location for it, 
somewhere in Marin. 
Yesterday, the spirits flowed 
freely as Laufer, Miss Hayden 
and about a dozen of their 
friends gathered aboard the 
brass and polished wood car to 
await an engine and caboose 
from the San Rafael NWP de­ 
pot. 


The engine & caboose arrived 
about 3:40 p.m., about an hour 
after they were due, in compa­ 
ny of a box car if had picked up 
in northern Sausalito. It left 
minutes later for the trip to 
Greenbrae, spurred on by the 
shouts and applause of the 
small group gathered on the 
track. 


Southern Pacific officials re­ 
fused to allow the young people 
to make the semifinal trip on 
the Sausalito line, but Laufer 
sneaked aboard and made the 
40-minute run locked in the 
car’s porter’s quarters peering 
out (rom behind the curtains 
and waving surreptitiously at 
friends who gathered along the 
track.

Earnings have in­ 
creased annually at a healthy 
rate of 2(5 per cent compounded 
over the last 5 years. This rate 
was maintained in the first 9 
months of 1971 when profits 
were $1.16 a share. Sales also 
made a record at $45.1 million, 
up 18 per cent year-to-year. 
Company has no long-term 
debt, current ratio is 3.6-to-l 
and there are 4 million shares 
outstanding, 30 per cent closely 
held.

$32. Ple a se a dvise if compa ny 
will continue to grow. — B.G. 
A. While there is nothing neg­ 
ative in the corporate picture at 
present, I cannot state categori­ 
cally that growth will continue 
at the same pace as in the past. 
Although mortgage loans had 
jumped 122 per cent to $52 
million year-to-year, as of Apr. 
30, 1971, notes payable by the 
company had increased only 68 
per cent. Earnings for fiscal 
1970-71, adjusted for a 300 per 
cent stock dividend payable 
Aug. 31, were 65 cents a share 
up from 30 cents. For the first 
quarter of the current fiscal 
year, net rose sharply to 54 
cents a share versus 18 cents in 
the previous year. While shares 
command a high multiple, this 
has been justified by operating 
results. However, some near- 
term consolidation is probable.

C ataract is a common cause of blindness, 
despite the fact that it is curable. In Eng­ 
land, for exam ple, one-third of the blind lost 
their sight because of neglect. The m ajority 
w ere elderly people who took the adv ice of 
untrained practitioners or pessim istic friends. 
They were encouraged to put off the operation 
or refused through fear, ignorance or fatal­ 
ism Cost is not a factor because England has 
socialized medicine. 
This is a pity, yet these atti- 
------------------ 
tudes are understandable. The 
operation is only the first step 
of the procedure. As soon as the 
lens is remov ed the indiv idual 
has entirely different v ision in 
each eye. He is definitely blind 
in the operated orbit and with­ 
out glasses may not see as well 
as he did before surgery. Most 
of the v ictim s a re w orried 
about this hut are apt to think 
that once the cataract has been 
rem ov ed their sight will again 
be as good as new. 
SHORTLY AFTER surgery 
gla sses a re ord e re d . T hese 
thick "pebble” lenses are un­ 
com fortable. At first, objects 
seem magnified and straight 
lines curv ed. 
The v ision is distorted and 
"squirm y.” 
One authority lik­ 
ened it to "w rithing snakes that 
nev er stay still.” Meanwhile, 
w hen the other eye is treated 
the story repeats itself. 
In tim e, the m ajority of peo­ 
ple ov ercome these difficulties. 
They are able to driv e a car, 
play golf, and liv e as they did 
before the opacities clouded the 
sight. Many get contact lenses 
that restore peripheral v ision 
and allow them to hav e two 
eyes that work in unison. 
NOW AND THEN the results 
of the operation are unfav ora­ 
ble because the eye surgeon 
does not know that behind the 
cataract is a degenerated reti­ 
na that will prev ent good v ision 
regardless of surgery. O ther 
com plications m ay occur but 
the chances of a good result are 
excellent. We mention this be­ 
cause oldsters should not v iew 
the operation with fear and 
trepidation.

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Auto Protection Bill Signed 


SACRAMENTO (UPD - Con­ 
sumer legislation designed to 
protect the California car own­ 
er against an auto repair dealer 
who gouges him for an overhaul 
but only replaces his spark 
plugs has been signed by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
Crooked dealers could be put 
out of business and in jail under 
the bill, which Reagan said was 
“ the toughest and most signifi­ 
cant consumer protection legis­ 
lation of the year in Califor­ 
nia.” 
The measure's author, Sen. 


Anthony Beilenson,’ D-Beverly 
Hills, said, “ Almost every car 
owner has been the victim of 
fraudulent auto repair prac­ 
tices. The new law will finally 
give the victimized motorist an 
effective means of redress.” 
In signing the bill Monday, 
Reagan declared that it was 
^aimed at cracking down on a 
certain irresponsible segment 
of the auto repair industry 
which persists in using dishon­ 
est and unethical operating 
methods.” 
The legislation protects mo­ 


torists against fraud by requir­ 
ing state licensing of the some 
40,(XX) dealers in the $2.5 billion- 
a-year California car repair 
business. 


Dishonest dealers could lose 
their licenses, be fined up to 
$1,000 and sentenced to up to 
six months in jail. 


In his statement. Reagan said 
that an “ increasing number of 
complaints” 
have 
been 
re 
ceived about the car repair 
business. He said that fraudu­ 
lent practices were not only 


Reagan's Legislative Scolding 
Is Countered From Both Aisles 


SACRAMENTO (ITD —Gov. 
Ronald Reagan's scolding of 
thr legislature for meeting too 
Jonc and spending too much 
Taxpayers’ money drew angry 
fire -om Democrats today and 
concurrence from Republicans. 
“ There s no question that the 
legislature could have been out 
o: here a long time ago,” 
agreed Assembly Republican 
leader Robert T. Monagan of 
Tracy. 
Monagan said he will push 
legislation next year to limit 
the length of legislative ses­ 
sions and permit bills to stay 
alive for two years, as in Con­ 
gress. 
The Democratic-confrolled 
legislature has broken all lon­ 
gevity 
records 
and 
today 
marked the 324th calendar day 
of its session. It already had 
spent $20 million through Octo­ 
ber and each day it continues to 
meet costs an extra $11,000 just 
for such items as expense al­ 
lowances, printing and clerical 
help. 
Reagan told reporters at a 
news conference Monday that 
“ something must be done be­ 
cause I think this is disgrace­ 
ful.” 
“ I think Ronald Reagan is 
disgraceful,” snapped Assem­ 
bly Speaker Bob Moretti, D-Van 
Nuys, when informed by a 
newsman of Reagan’s remarks. 
“ He’s never been willing to 
govern this state since he has 
been governor.” 
Senate 
Democratic leader 
George R. Moscone of San 
Francisco said “ the reason 
we’ve been here this long is 
that Republicans refuse to con­ 
sider an issue on its merits, but 
feel they first much check it out 
with the governor. 


GOV. RONALD REAGAN 
Meets the press 


“ If the governor would get 
out of the legislature we could 
get our work done much fast­ 
er.” 
Republican Sen. H. L. Ri­ 
chardson of Arcadia character­ 
ized the 1971 session as “ pretty 
much of a flop” and added 
“ we’ve spent a lot of money, 
we’ve increased taxes. By and 
large I think we’ve gotten in the 
way of people rather substan­ 
tially.” 
The Legislature’s No. 1 ac­ 
complishment this year gener­ 
ally is regarded to be an over­ 
haul of the welfare and Medi- 
Cal health care acts. The ‘Re­ 
form” measures were negotiat­ 
ed between Reagan and Demo­ 
cratic legislators in August. 
Since that time the legisla­ 
ture has been attempting to 
compromise on a tax bill and 
reapportionment plans for leg­ 
islative and congressional dis­ 
tricts. 


It gave up several weeks ago 
trying to pass a major property 
tax relief program, but now 
apparently is near agreement 
on a half-billion-dollar tax in­ 
crease designed primarily to 
balance the $6.8 billion state 
budget. 


Legislators hope to wind up 
their session on Dec. 2. 


“ Everything that had *o be 
done in this legislative session 
could have been done ... and 
they could have been out of 
here by the end of June or early 
July,” Reagan told newsmen. 
“ I think that there has been 
footdragging on the part, of the 
leadership of the majority par­ 
ty. And that includes in some 
instances chairmen of commit­ 
tees. 


“ I just say there w*as no need 
whatsoever for this session to 
drag on.” 


Reagan said Republicans are 
blameless because Democrats 
control both houses. 


Reagan also said there are 
“ legitimate complaints” about 
the 
Senate 
reapportionment 
plan, which has passed the up­ 
per house, but declined to pre­ 
dict whether he will veto it if 
the measure is sent to him by 
the full Legislature. 
“ I am opposed to gerryman­ 
ders whether they are Republi­ 
can or Democrat,” Reagan 
said. 
“ The people have a right to 
believe that when a reappor­ 
tionment comes along it will be 
based on what is the best repre­ 
sentation for the people, not 
creating a lot of districts that 
look like skinny octopuses with 
long sharp fingernails. Or is it 
octopi?”

The bureau would license deal­ 
ers, including most gas sta­ 
tions, investigate complaints 
and make spot checks. The 
bureau would be similar to one 
which now regulates television 
repair dealers. 


The cost of the license would 
range from $25 to $50 and would 
finance the operations of the 
bureau. 
After next July 1, it would be 
illegal to be an auto repair 
dealer without being licensed. 


Licenses could be revoked or 
suspended for fraud, neglig­ 
ence, making false promises to 
induce a customer to have his 
car repaired and “ any willful 
departure from or disregard of 
accepted trade standards for 
good and workmanlike repair.” 
The bill also requires that: 
—Dealers must give the cus­ 
tomer a signed estimate of the 
cost of the repairs and notify 
the owner if the repairs will go 
over that amount. 
—Customers must sign a 
work order authorizing repairs 
before they may begin. 
—Defective parts which have 
been replaced must be made 
available to the customer. 
—Dealers must post in a con­ 
spicuous place a sign saying 
that complaints may be made 
to the Bureau of Automotive 
Repairs and giving the bureau's 
telephone number. 
This was the third straight 
year Beilenson has carried auto 
repair legislation and the eighth 
consecutive year that the sub­ 
ject has been before the legisla­ 
ture.

Is Defended 


SACRAMENTO (UPD -Gov. 
Ronald Reagan has defended as 
merely a humorous “ one-liner” 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew s 
controversial 
remark 
about 
Rep. Paul N. McOloskey, R- 
Calif., and Benedict Arnold. 


“ I don’t think there was any­ 
thing in bad taste or wrong about 
it at all,” Reagan told reporters 
Monday at a new s conference. 


Agnew. addressing the Repub­ 
lican Governors’ Conference last 
Thursday in French Lick, Ind., 
said McCloskey was going so 
broke running for President he 
was auctioning off his art collec­ 
tion-including “ his 
favorite 
painting: Benedict /Arnold cross­ 
ing the Delaware.” 


Agnew’s joke was greeted by 
the GOP governors with scat­ 
tered chuckles and then silence. 


Benedict Arnold was an Amer­ 
ican traitor during the Revolu­ 
tionary War. McCloskey, a high­ 
ly decorated hero of the Korean 
War, is an outspoken critic of 
President Nixon’s Vietnam poli­ 
cies and is challenging him for 
renomination. 


Reagan, an outspoken orator 
himself, said he has “ a couple of 
letters” on his own desk about 
“ one-liners I’ve used in some 
political speeches. 


“ I think that it is nitpicking 
and it ahvays seems to be 
onesided 
nitpicking—always 
aimed at one particular party.” 


Reagan said Agnew made his 
“ humorous remark” during a 
series of “ one-liners on political 
matters about potential oppo­ 
nents ... and he was getting 
pretty good laughs, tooi” 


Asked whether he regarded 
the remark as funny, Reagan 
replied: “ Yeah, I laughed.” 


Reagan reiterated that “ I 
think Ted Agnew has been a 
great vice president and I am 
one who believes that Ted Ag­ 
new should be on the ticket” 
again next year as Nixon’s run­ 
ning mate. 


“ That is my preference. It is a 
preference I certainly would 
express to the President,” the 
governor continued. 
Reagan said “ the President 
has a very large voice in choos­ 
ing his running mate (but) that 
doesn't preclude people in his 
party (from) giving him counsel, 
and even pressing for some 
other candidate.” 


BAG LEY VOTES APPROVAL 
'Forgotten Farm Labor 
Bill On Governor's Desk 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
legislature has passed and sent 
to Gov. Ronald Reagan a long- 
embattled proposal to include 
an estimated 250,000 “ forgot­ 
ten” California farm laborers 
in 
unemployment 
insurance 
coverage. 
The bill was sent to Reagan 
yesterday along with a labor- 
supported package to dramati­ 
cally increase workmen’s com­ 
pensation benefits and an em­ 
ployer-backed bill to reduce an 
injured worker’s power to sue. 
The farm labor legislation by 
Assemblyman Jack Fenton, D- 
Montebello, cleared the Assem­ 
bly without a vote to spare (41- 
25) on a roll call that fell 
generally along party lines. 
There was no debate. 
Assemblyman 
William 
T. 
Bagley, 
R-San 
Rafael, 
was 
among five Republicans voting 
for the bills. 


Under the legislation, an un­ 
employed farm worker could 
receive a maximum $65 a week 
for up to 26 weeks, the same as 
a jobless worker in industry. 
Fenton also is carrying a sepa­ 
rate bill to raise the maximum 
payment to $75 a week. Unem­ 
ployment insurance is employ­ 
er-paid. 


DISEASE 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The 
Assembly has voted final legis­ 
lative approval to a bill ear­ 
marking $800,000 for the sup­ 
port of services to children 
afflicted with deadly hyaline 
membrane disease. 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man John Vasconcellos, D-San 
Jose, was approved on a 56-4 
vote and sent to Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. It originally carried a 
$3 million appropriation but 
was trimmed to $800,000 in the 
Senate. 
Aides to Vasconcellos said the 
disease attacks the lungs of 
infants and kills half of its 
victims through suffocation. It 
often leads to permanent brain 
damage among suvivors, they 
said.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Senate has passed legislation 
appropriating $1.6 million from 
any tax increase enacted this 
year to boost the pay of state 
fire fighters by 6 per cent. 
The measure by Sen. Donald 
L. Grunsky, R Watsonville, was 
sent to the Assembly Monday 
on a 28-6 vote. 
If there is no tax increase, 
Grunsky explained, the pay in­ 
crease would not become effec­ 
tive. 


HORROR TO YS. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Assembly has given final legis­ 
lative passage to a bill banning 
the manufacture and sale of 
horror or torture toys in Cali­ 
fornia beginning July 1. 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man John Burton, D-San Fran­ 
cisco, was sent to Gov. Ronald 
Reagan Monday on a 45-8 vote 
on major Senate amandments. 
The bill originally banned the 
sale of war toys, but the Senate 
amendments narrowed the bill 
to outlaw only toys resembling 
a bomb or grenade. The bill 
also bans toys designed to de­ 
pict torture.

HONG KONG (UPD-Chair- 
man Mao Tse-tung of the Peo­ 
ple’s Republic of China con­ 
ferred with North Vietnamese 
Premier Pham Van Dong Mon­ 
day, the New China News Agen­ 
cy (NCNA) said today. 
Chairman Mao shook hands 
with the North Vietnamese del­ 
egation to Peking and had his 
photograph taken with them at 
the reception hall in Peking, 
NCNA said.

JAIL BILL 


SACRAMENTO (UPD — A 
bill requiring judges sentencing 
a person for a felony to count 
the time he has spent in jail 
prior to and during his trial 
reached Gov. Ronald Reagan 
today. 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man Alan Sieroty, D-Beverly 
Hills, was approved by the As­ 
sembly Monday on a 42-2 vote. 
Currently, a judge may consi­ 
der the time spent in jail before 
sentencing — called 
“ dead 
time” — when passing sen­ 
tence, but does not have to 
credit him for the time already 
served. 


BAGLEY MEASURE 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Lei- 
islation exempting candy and 
gum from the state sales tax, 
but extending the tax to all hot 
foods sold in restaurants, has 
been given final legislative pas­ 
sage by the Assembly. 


The measure, which also 
makes adjustments on motor 
vehicle use taxes and state gift 
taxes, would net the state $15.7 
million next year. The Assem­ 
bly voted concurrence 47-14 in 
Senate amendments Monday. 
The bill by Assemblyman 
William T. Bagley, R-San Ra­ 
fael, taxes all hot food regard­ 
less of where it is eaten. Cur­ 
rently, hot foods are not subject 
to the 5 per cent sales tax 
unless they are eaten on the 
premises of the restaurant. 
The state would lose $18 mil­ 
lion a year by exempting candy 
from the sales tax, beginning 
Jan. 1, but the loss would be 
offset by a $23.4 million !in­ 
crease in the tax on restaurant 
foods.

The team ’s thou ghts will then switch to the Jets 
and winning, he said. 
Some of the qu estions from the boosters grou p 
y esterday were centered arou nd the officiating in 
the Ram game and the two play ers, showing they 
were v eterans to the qu estion and answer game 
as well as the kind on the field, neatly side­ 
stepped most of them.

“I tru st 
Sid did not feel he was u nder 
the gu n.” 


“Mr. Klein alway s told me I 
had a lifetime contract, so I 
nev er bothered to talk contract 
with him,” Gillman said, “Bu t 
with the cou ntdown getting 
near, I finally decided this 
morning to get with him and 
talk contract.” 


Both said the meeting was 
cordial, friendly and bu siness­ 
like, bu t ended in a way neither 
fu lly ex pected.

According to Gillman, Klein 
said he wou ld not make an 
ev alu ation u ntil the end of the 
y ear and ordered him to “scrap 
some football play ers and take 
a look at some new ones.”

Section 57 would be added to 
read: “ Point Reyes Headlands 
Reserve (Marin County). No 
form of marine life may be 
taken from the ocean area 
within 1.000 feet of the high tide 
mark in the Point Reyes Head­ 
lands bounded on the west by a 
line extending due west (trut) 
from the Point Reyes Light­ 
house, and on the easy by a line 
extending due east (true) from 
Chimney Rock, without a writ­ 
ten permit from the depart­ 
ment.” 
WHAT DOES the above ac­ 
tually mean? The Point Reyes 
Headlands is the three-mile 
rocky area from the Point 
Reyes Lighthouse all the way 
east to Chimney Rock. This 
area covered by the proposed 
closure is one of the three main 
abalone and rockfish areas of 
Marin County. Closing the Area 
entirely would just about elimi­ 
nate abalone picking and rock- 
fishing there, especially with 
the 1.000 foot closed zone in­ 
cluded in the regulation. 
Section 58 would be added to 
read: “ Estero de Limantour 
Reserve (Marin County). No 
forms of marine life may be 
taken below the high water 
mark in Estero de Limantour 
without a written permit from 
the department. Estero de Li­ 
mantour includes all tideland 
waters to high water mark in 
an easterly direction from a 
line drawn due north (true* 
from the extreme westerly 
point of Limantour Spit.” 
DOES THIS close all of 
Drake’s Estero? No, Estero de 
Limantour is the eastern most 
finger of the five fingers of 
Drake’s Estero. Everything 
would be protected here, but 
clam digging, etc. would re­ 
main open in the rest of the 
Estero. 
The Fish and Game Commis­ 
sion will hold a public meeting 
for final adoption of the pro­ 
posed 1972 sport fishing regula­ 
tions which includes the above 
two closures on Dec. 10 at 
Sacramento.

The dispersed nature 
of Kezar parking required con­ 
siderable footwork to and from 
the stadium but it did have one 
plus factor — a fairly fast 
getaway after the game. There 
was no concentration of cars in 
one big lot at Kezar. 


The bay prohibits any dis­ 
persed parking around Candle­ 
stick after the 8.200-car lot is 
filled. Late arriving fans find 
this frustrating. In their frus­ 
tration they have been parking 
around the perimeter of the lot, 
blocking exits. And that has 
become a source of post-game 
frustration for fans trying to 
get out of the lot. 


Emptying Candlestick’s park­ 
ing lot has become a tedious 
business. Emptying any park­ 
ing lot of 8.200 cars takes time. 
But when exits are blocked the 
delay becomes unreasonable, 
especially if there are only two 
exit streets such as those at 
Candlestick. 
“ Next time try the train.” 
was an old slogan of Southern 
Pacific when the SP courted 
peninsula football fans bound 
for Stanford Stadium. 


Bid I f . 


“ Next time try a boat,” 
would be an appropriate lure 
for Candlestick-bound fans 
caught in bumper-to-bumper 
traffic. Indeed, some of the 
smart ones now are using 
boats. 


Candlestick’s traffic problem 
may be a headache to 49er fans 
but youngsters who live on the 
Jamestown Avenue approach to 
the park love it. They're selling 
parking space on sidewalks in 
front of their parents' homes. 
Some have even received par­ 
ental permission to peddle the 
home garage space on Sunday- 
aft er noons. 


Renting garage space around 
Kezar on game days was an old 
custom of many Sunset District 
residents. The closer the ga­ 
rage was to Kezar, the higher 
the parking fee. A garage a 
block from the stadium always 
was good for a $5 per car fee. 


Some Sunset residents used to 
drive their own cars out of 
garages early on game days 
and occupy street parking 
areas. Thus, they could collect 
not only for garage space but 
also when they relinquished the 
street parking area before 
going for a Sunday drive. 


Street parking is prohibited 
along Jamestown Avenue on 
game days at Candlestick. But 
sidewalk parking is permitted. 
After all, Jamestown residents 
can’t be held in a state of siege.

■CHICAGO (UPIl-The Chica­ 
go Bears went to a movie Mon­ 
day evenifig, and the rough, 
tough pro football players 
wound up as sentimental sof­ 
ties. 
They were wiping wet eyes, 
covering sniffles, blowng their 
noses, and generally using 
handkerchiefs to good purpose. 
The film they saw was 
“ Brian’s Song,” scheduled for 
television display Nov. 30, and 
previewed to the Bears because 
the subject was the late Brian 
Piccolo, once their teammate. 
The TV network billed the 
film as a “ drama depicting the 
warm beautiful friendship be­ 
tween Piccolo and teammate 
Gale Sayers.” 
It was that. But it also was a 


study in sadness, and while 
many of the Bears could re­ 
member their teammate Picco­ 
lo with pleasure, they could 
remember too the sorrow occa­ 
sioned by his illness and death. 


Piccolo died in June, 1970, of 
cancer. He left the Bears mid­ 
way through the 1909 season 
when he developed a deep, 
hacking, incurable cough which 
later resulted in three opera­ 
tions prior to his death. 


The darkened theater hid the 
Bears and members of their 
families who had to find hand­ 
kerchiefs and wipe their eyes 
when Sayers on the screen told 
his teammates prior to a game 
that Piccolo had cancer, and 
broke down himself.

NEW DELHI a;P I)- An Indi 
an cabinet minister told Parlia­ 
m ent today th at Indian je t 
fighters shot down three of four 
intruding Pakistani warplanes

g o v e rn m e n t 
sources on both sides reported 
heavy fighting along their bor­ 
ders during the day. 
A state of emergency was 
declared throughout Pakistan 
in view of what the Islam abad 
government said was the threat 
of foreign attack. 
A Radio Pakistan broadcast 
claimed Pakistani troops re­ 
pelled an attack by regular 
Indian forces in the Comilla 
sector of E ast Pakistan today 
and “ completely annihilated’* 
the 19th Punjab Battalion of the 
SI 1th Mountain Brigade, 57th 
Indian Division. It said the Indi­ 
ans le ft behind “ 197 dead 
bodies.” There was no mention 
of Pakistani casualties. 
In Pakistan, the government 
declared a state of em ergency. 
A broadcast heard here by offi­ 
cial Radio Pakistan said “ in 
Pakistan a state of em ergency 
has been declared. A proclam a­ 
tion issued in Islamabad says 
the president is satisfied that a 
grave em ergency exists in 
which Pakistan is threatened 
by external aggression.” 
P akistani P resid en t A. M. 
Yahya Khan said Monday that 
India wfas waging an unde­ 
clared w ar against the nation. 
Government sources said fight­ 
ing with Indian forces was un­ 
d e r way in four sectors along 
the border but gave no details. 
In New Delhi, Indian govern­ 
ment sources said fighting went 
on during the day in three 
sectors “ on the border” with 
Pakistan but declined to detail 
the intensity of the clashes ex­ 
cept to describe them as “ bat­ 
tles.” They refused to specify 
whether the fighting was along 
the border or in Indian or 
Pakistani territory. 


P ak istan i new spapers said 
that if Pakistan is forced to 
fight for its survival, it will 
fight with all its might and 
India too will go up in flam es/* 


Shortly after the broadcast, 
Prim e Minister Indira Gandhi 
m et with senior advisers m ak­ 
ing up her political affairs com­ 
m ittee to discuss the deepening 
crisis. 


Indian M inister of Defense 
Production Yidya Charan Shuk- 
la told parliam ent four Pakista­ 
ni Sabrejets intruded into Indi­ 
an airspace near the village of 
Boyra Monday. Three of them 
were shot down by Indian a ir 
force Gnat fighters and two of 
the Pakistani pilots were cap­ 
tured a fte r they p arach u ted 
from their planes. He did not 
say what happened to the other 
pilot. There was no dam age to 
the Indian jets, Shukla told a 
cheering parliam ent. 


The disclosure cam e follow­ 
ing charges by Pakistan in the 
United Nations and over its 
official radio that Indian troops 
had launched an all-out offen­ 
sive across the border into East 
P ak ista n . The charges w ere 
denied by the Indian govern-’ 
m ent. 


At the sam e tim e, further 
restrictions were put into ef­ 
fect. The Indian government 
today banned travel into border 
areas and any flights above 
them not given specific clear­ 
ance. 


Illegal Ruling 
Over Skyscraper 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
The sale of part of a city street, 
which is being used for the 
construction of an 835-foot sky­ 
scraper, was illegal, a judge 
ruled Monday. 
Judge Jay Pfotenhauer, call­ 
ing for further proceedings, did 
not decide whether Transam eri- 
ca Corp. will have to halt con­ 
struction. 
Acting on a suit brought by 
two taxpayers, the judge ruled 
that the city underpriced the 
part of Merchant Street, be­ 
tween Sansome and Montgom­ 
ery streets, which it sold. The 
judge noted the city charter 
prohibits sales at less than 90 
per cent of the prelim inary 
appraisal. He found that the 
city sold the alley-land at $62.50 
a square foot and that ithad 
been appraised originally at 
$125 a square foot.

Powell is Unanimously Approved; 


Vote On Rehnquist Is 12 To 4 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Lewis F. Powell and 
William H. Rehnquist were endorsed today by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee for confirmation as 
Supreme Court justices — Powell unanimously 
and Rehnquist by a 12-4 vote. 
Opponents of Rehnquist, 47, 
an assistant attorney general, 
vowed they would continue to 
fight his appointment on the 
Senate floor. The 64-year-old 
Powell, a Richmond attorney 
and a former president of the 
American Bar Association, is 
expected to have clear sailing. 
Voting against confirmation 
of Rehnquist in the committee 
were Sens. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
Philip A. H art, D-Mich., and 
John V. Tunney, D-Calif. Presi­ 
dent Nixon announced the se­ 
lection od Powell and Rehnquist 
on Oct. 21 to succeed two long­ 
time associate justices, Hugo L. 
Black and John M. Harlan, who 
retired within a week of each 
other in September because of 


ill health. Black died eight days 
after his retirem ent. 
A dm inistration leaders ex­ 
pressed confidence that both 
Rehnquist and Powell would be 
confirm ed —probably early 
next month —-to bring the short- 
handed Supreme Court back to 
its full nine-man strength. 


Foes of Rehnquist said they 
were still unsatisfied with his 
written responses last weekend 
to questions about his past ac­ 
tions, particularly in the civil 
rights field, and would continuo 
to press their case on the floor. 


They particularly were criti­ 
cal of ftehnquist’s attitu d e, 
while practicing law in Phoe-

Nixon Fears Any 
Europe Cutbacks 


WASHINGTON fCPD -P r e s i­ 
dent Nixon said today that a 
Senate move to cut U.S. troop 
strength in Europe by 60,000 
could severely dam age th e 
American position in “ vitally 
im portant new initiatives for 
peace” with the Russians. 
Nixon cautioned against the 
reduction, from a present force 
of 310.000 GIs in Western Eu­ 
rope. The cut is called for in an 
amendment approved by the 
Senate Appropriations Commit­ 
tee last week 111 the $71 billion 
defense money bill. 
In addition to the troop reduc­ 
tion amendment, Senate doves 
served notice they would make 
another attem pt to attach to the 
bill an amendment to force U.S. 
withdrawal from Indochina by 
cutting off all funds except for 
the withdrawal process. 
Nixon cautioned against ap­ 


proval of the European troop 
reduction in a letter to Chair­ 
m an John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 
of the Senate Armed Services 
C om m ittee. The le tte r w as 
m ade public by Stennis late this- 
m orning and by th e Whit© 
House shortly afterward.

Nixon said a NATO em issary, 
Manlio Brosio, would be going 
to Moscow' next week to begin 
discussions on balanced force 
reductions in Europe by NATO 
and Communist W?arsaw P a c t 
forces.

Senate Demos Push 
Big Cut In Taxes 


WASHINGTON (UPD — With 
a majority of the Republicans 
voting no, the Senate Monday 
passed a bill cutting business’ 
and individual taxes by more 
than $27 billion over the next 
three years —far more than 
President Nixon sought for re­ 
vival of the economy. 
Democrats made good their 
vow to change the bill to put 
most of the tax savings in the 
hands of individuals, ot corpo­ 
rations. 
When the bill passed at the 
end of a m arathon 14-hour ses­ 
sion bv a 64-30 vote, only 16 
Republicans voted for it and 26 
voted against it. 
Their complaint was about 
the rider attached by the Demo­ 
crats to provide public financ­ 
ing of presidential election 
campaigns, a provision expect­ 
ed to give the Democrats $20.4 
million for their White House 
race next year. The Republi­ 
cans said they would spurn the 
money. 
“ A raid 011 the treasury by 
every special in terest group 
starting with the Democratic 
P a rty ,” Sen. Gordon A llott, 
RColo., called the bill. “ The 
economic program of the Presi­ 
dent has been warped out of 
recognition. There has been no 
real effort to curb the insatiable 
appetite of some senators to 
grab everything for political 
gain,” 
The expectation was that the 
tax cuts will Ik* whittled down 
to close to the $15.4 billion over 
three years provided in tax 
relief by the House. 
The chopping will be done by 
a 
H ouse-Senate conference 
committee which must write a 
final compromise version. 
The bill seeks to enhance the 
economy by increasing consum­ 


e r spending through tax cuts; 
to encourage firms to moder­ 
nize by allowing them to sub- 
tract from taxes the cost of new 
equipment, and to induce ex­ 
ports through tax savings for 
firms which sell their products 
abroad. 
It also seeks to create 250,000 
new- jobs in the auto industry — 
which directly or indirectly em ­ 
ploys one out of six working 
people —by repealing the 7 per 
cent auto excise tax and the 10 
per cent tax on light trucks 
retroactive to Aug. 15. 
For individuals, the big tax 
cut comes from raising the $650 
lersonal exemption to $675 for 
income earned in 1971. The 
House bill provides a $750 ex­ 
emption for income earned in 
future years. The Senate figure 
is $800. 
This w'ould cut taxes for a 
family of four with 10 per cent 
deductions and $7,500 in taxable 
income by $72 on this year’s 
earnings, $111 on 1972 earnings 
and $6-1 on income earned in 
1973 and subsequently. The fig­ 
ures in the House hill for the 
sam e family are $29, $77 and 
$30. . 
But since Social Security tax­ 
es will rise next year for per­ 
sons earning over $7,800, the 
increase in take home pay will 
be nearly nil. The tax increase 
is $62.40 for those earning $9,000 
or more a year. It is achieved 
by raising the amount of in­ 
come subject to.the 5.2 per cent 
payroll tax.

SCHOOL REPORT'S 
COOL RECEPTION 


Mill Valley Petitioners Want More Time 
To Study Document On Class Innovations 


By GEORGE NEVIN 


A 12-page report answering 
criticism of education in the 
Mill Valley School District, par­ 
ticularly its more progressive 
aspects, was greeted coolly last 
night. 
Trustees and members of the 
audience who had signed a peti­ 
tion faulting the district for 
excessive innovation and lack 
of emphasis on academic sub­ 
jects asked for more time to 
evaluate the report. 
The document, prepared by 
Supt. Jam es A. Collins, con­ 
tained suggestions on how the 
board might meet the tears and 
complaints aired by the peti­ 
tioners at three special hoard 
meetings this month and last. 
Only one of Collins's num er­ 
ous proposals was enacted last 
night: the board agreed to m eet 
at 8 p.m. Dec. 6 at Park School 
to go over the district’s testing 
program . 
One of the points raised by 
the petitioners at the special 
meetings was the lack of ade­ 
quate and proper testing to 
determine what and how welt 
children were learning. 
The board agreed to hire 


Vernon Dahl, vice-president of 
the Berkeley Testing Service, to 
attend the meeting and inter­ 
pret district test data, at a feo 
of between $50 and $100. 


Other of Collins’s recommen­ 
dations will be studied by the 
Ixiard and discussed at later 
meetings. These were broken 
down under two headings, im­ 
mediate and long-range. 


Immediate suggestions were 
to allow parents dissatisfied 
with the type of education their 
children are getting to transfer 
them to other, more structured 
schools in the district, and to 
allow' them to bring their dis­ 
satisfactions to the school prin­ 
cipal, then the superintendent, 
and then the school board. 


Ijong-range proposals includ­ 
ed balancing the staffs at each 
school to distribute more evenly 
the traditional and innovative 
teachers (one of the charges

Senate Demos Attach Campaign

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Xerox Developer Wilson Dies 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Joseph C. Wilson, chair- 
man of Xerox Corp. and a man responsible for 
revolutionizing office work around the world, died 
yesterday of a heart attack suffered 
while attending a lunch with Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller. 
Shortly after World War II, Wil­ 
son took a gamble on a new copying 
process that at the time of his death 
had brought a new dimension to the 
business world and made the name 
of his company a common verb in 
the popular vernacular. 
Wilson, 61, attended a Xerox man­ 
agement meeting yesterday at the company’s 
New York office and accepted a luncheon date 
with Rockefeller, with whom he had worked on 
two state committees. 
Spokesmen for Rockefeller said the governor 
was “extremely shaken” by the death at his Fifth 
Avenue apartment. 
Wilson was born in Rochester, N.Y., was 
graduated from the University of Rochester and 
Harvard Business School and joined Haloid, 
manufacturer of photographic supplies. 
With Haloid, the predecessor of Xerox, Wilson 
rose to president at the age of 36. Later he 
developed a new copying process called xerogra­ 
phy invented by Chester F. Carlson. The process 
later took the business world by storm. 


'Recycled' Humphrey Backed

Humphrey has not yet announced his plan 
regarding the 1972 presidential election. 


Karabian 


WASHINGTON (UPD — the 
Senate Monday handed Presi­ 
dent Nixon a political dilemma 
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—whether to veto his tax cut 
bill and undermine his econom­ 
ic recovery program, or sign it 
and give the Democrats $20.4 
million to mount an election 
campaign against him. 
The Democrats take it for 
granted that the rider they at­ 
tached to the bill — over bitter 
Republican hostility—to provide 
for taxpayer financing of presi­ 
dential election campaigns will 
be in the bill when it reaches 
Nixon’s desk. 
From the Senate, the bill 
went Monday night to a House- 
Senate conference committee, 
which will meet after Thanks­ 
giving to reconcile difference 
lk*tween the House and Senate 
versions of the bill. Its compro­ 
mise version must clear both 
houses before enactment. 


The bill was approved on a 52 
to 47 vote with California’s two 
Democratic senators — Alan 
Cranston and John Tunney — 
supporting it. 


The House version did not 
carry the campaign finance 
procedure. But Rep. Wilbur D. 
Mills, D-Ark., who will head the 
House delegation to the com­ 
mittee, long has favored such 
an idea —and is himself a 
presidential hopeful for 1972 
who might benefit from it. 


As revised in debate, the 
measure would allow taxpayers 
to check a box on their tax 
returns diverting $1 of their 
taxes ($2 for a joint return) to 
the presidential candidate of 
the party of their choice or to a 
nonpartisan found. 
If enough taxpayers cooper­ 
ate, the device would permit 
each major party to receive 
$20.4 million, based on a formu­ 
la allotting 15 cents to every 
person over age 18. George C. 
Wallace, if he runs, would get 
$6.3 million. 
The Republicans, planning a 
television-heavy campaign that 
Democrats say will cost $40 
million, will spurn the public 
money; Sen. Robert Dole of 
Kansas, the national Republi­ 
can chairman, said they would 
have “no part of it.” 


But the Democrats, still $9 
million in debt from their 1968 
campaign, certainly will take it.

The Mariner sensing mechan­ 
ism somehow picked up the 
light from an object “about 100 
times brighter than Canopus” 
Sunday and swung around to fix 
on that, a spokesman at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory said. 
The scientists radioed com­ 
mands to Mariner that brought 
it back where it belonged 48 
minutes later, but were left to 
puzzle over the source of the 
distraction.

Election Killings 


MANILA (UPD — Govern­ 
ment troops killed 44 Filipino 
Moslems Monday in two sepa­ 
rate incidents which marred 
special elections in the southern 
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Philippines, a military spokes­ 
man said today. 
The incidents could touch off 
international repercussions. A 
number of Moslem countries, 
including Malaysia and Libya, 
have already protested alleged 
persecution and genocide of the 
Moslem minority. The govern­ 
ment has denied the charge. 
A spokesman at constabulary 
national police headquarters 
said 27 Moselms were killed 
and 54 others wounded in an 
encounter Monday night with 
army troops in a checkpoint 
near Magsaysay town in Lanao 
del Norte province 450 miles 
south of Manila. Reports said 10 
of the wounded Moslems died 
later. The army suffered two 
wounded. 


Formal SALT Talk 


VIENNA (UPI) - Soviet and 
American delegates to the Stra­ 
tegic Arms Limitation Talks 
‘SALT), met for two hours to­ 
day in another of the unusually 
intensive meetings which have 
marked the Vienna discussions. 
A conference source said the 
entire two hours were taken up 
with formal presentations by 
the chief delegates, Gerard C. 
Smith and Vladimir Semenov. 
Normally, SALT meetings are 
part formal and part informal 
conversation, but the last two 
sessions have both been given 
over entirely to formal state­ 
ments. 
The source called the meeting

Force on Drug Abuse which is 
helping coordinate industry re­ 
search in drug abuse — particu­ 
larly heroin addiction. 
Adams emphasized the re­ 
sults were a chance observation 
and that new tests were being 
conducted to find out if the 
compound could have signifi­ 
cant application. 


Saigon Launches 
Cambodian Drive 


SAIGON (UPD—Three col­ 
umns of South Vietnamese 
troops supported by U.S. jets 
and helicopters pushed into 
Cambodia today in a new drive 
to blunt a guerrilla threat to 
Phnom Penh and a long-range 
threat to Saigon. 
Army of the Republic of Viet­ 
nam (ARVN) troops along a 
curving 100-mile front moved in 
landing ships up the Mekong 
and Bassac Rivers toward the 
Cambodian capital, in vehicles 
into the Parrot’s Beak area and 
by helicopter into the Krek 
rubber plantation area 50 miles 
north of the Parrot’s Beak. 
UPI Correspondent Stewart 
Kellerman, reporting from 
headquarters for the Krek oper­ 
ation, said 25 guerrillas had 
been killed Monday and today 
at a cost of 20 ARVN paratroop­ 
ers wounded. 
He said three paratroop bat­ 
talions were lifted by U.S. and 
ARVN helicopters to landing 
zones respectively one, two and 
nine miles northwest of Krek. 


UPI-independent television 
news cam eram an Tran Dai 
Minh flew over the first two 
areas by helicopter and report­ 
ed paratroops fanning out 
through the jungles in search of 
the guerrillas. 


The only contact, however, 
was reported by patrols sent to 
the area around Chup, 25 miles 
northwest of Krek. 


Kellerman reported 35 ARVN 
and 30 Army helicopters lifting 
troops and flying gunship mis­ 
sions in support of the Krek 
column. 


The three columns were rein­ 
forcing ARVN troops already in 
place for a new push against 
the guerrillas. ARVN soldiers 
have been operating continu­ 
ously in Cambodia since the 
U.S.-AARVN invasion there in 
May, 1970.

More Testimony On 
Payments To Alioto 


VANCOUVER, Wash 
fUPI) 
—John M. Nelson, superintend­ 
ent of Seattle City Light, said 
Monday he did not tell anyone 
until 
1969 that payments to 
Mayor Joseph Alioto of San 
Francisco had gone over $1 
million in 1965. 
Nelson returns to the witness 
stand for a third day today in 
trial of a $2.3 million civil 
lawsuit against Alioto and two 
former Washington State offi­ 
cials. 
The state and 12 publicly 
owned utilities are seeking re­ 
fund of $2.3 million they paid 
Alioto for serving as their attoi - 
ney in antitrust suits in the 
1960s before he became mayor. 
Seattle is among the utilities 
involved in both the current suit 
and the antitrust suits. 
The state and utilities claim 
they were not told about remo­ 
val of a $1 million ceiling from 
Alioto’s fee or that he would 
share the fee with John J. 
O’Connell, then attorney gener­ 
al of Washington State, and 
George K. Faler, an assistant 
to O’Connell The two men re­ 
ceived $802,000. 
Nelson had testified earlier 
that Seattle received a refund 
of $116,900 on its share of the 
fee in 1967 after Nelson and 
others told O’Connell they had 
learned late in 1966 that the fee 
ceiling had been removed the 
previous year. 
Nelson said Monday he did 
not discuss the refund with 
anyone. “ I did not tell anyone 
the fee had gone over $1 million 
until 
some 
years 
later—in 
1969,” Nelson said. Kenneth A. 
MacDonald, attorney for Faler, 
asked if that was after the 
matter had received publicity. 
“ Yes,” Nelson replied. 
Under cross examination by 
MacDonald, Nelson said he at­ 
tended meetings of half a dozen 
groups from time to time in the 
1960s at which representatives 
of other utilities involved in the 
antitrust suits were present. 
“ Conversations 
about 
that 
(the suits) were surprisingly 
few,” he said. "The matter was 
in 
good 
hands, 
was 
being 
pressed 
and there was not 
much to talk about.” 
He said he served as vice 
chairman of the steering com­ 
mittee of Washington utilities 
antitrust group, the organiza­ 
tion formed by the utilities to 
press their antitrust claims. 


Asked by MacDonald how he 
was named the steering com 
mittee. Nelson replied, ‘i'm 
really not quite sure.” 
Asked how he got off, he 
answered. “ It quit meeting " 
He said the committee met tor 
less than a year. 
MacDonald also asked il Nel­ 
son ever had difficulty obtain 
mg information from Faler, 
who served as coordinator for 
the group. Nelson said, “ No— 
with the possible exception of a 
final audit, which was difficult 
to come by.” 
MacDonald tried, but failed, 
to find out from Nelson how 
much the city of Seattle seeks 
in the current suit. William 
Helsell, attorney for the plain­ 
tiffs. interrupted the question­ 
ing to state that a proposed 
agreement on a complicated 
formula setting the amounts to 
he allocated to individual utili­ 
ties 
was 
being 
circulated 
among the plaintiffs for their 
approval. 
MacDonald said. “ This is the 
secret we have never been able 
to solve.”

Interim Water 
Plan Presented 


1-J Special Report 


SANTA ROSA - A *9.5 mil 
lion interim wafer supply plan 
for Southern Sonoma and North 
Marin was recommended yes­ 
terday to the Sonoma County 
Board of Supervisors. 


The supervisors, sitting as 
water agency directors, had 
been awaiting details of the 
plan as an alternative to the 
Sonoma Marin Aqueduet which 
was overwhelmingly defeated 
by Marin voters on Nov. 2. 


Miller said the plan would be 
presented in detail to all con­ 
tractual users including Petalu­ 
ma. City Engineer David A. 
Young has warned the city 
council that all development 
must halt after next summer 
unless additional water can be 
supplied. 


Young and the Petaluma City 
Council have urged that county 
plans for additional water be 
carried out quickly so the econ­ 
omic effects of a halt in con­ 
struction can he reduced as 


Policy On 
Pool Rental 
Established 


The Rohnert Park Recreation 
Commission last night estab­ 
lished a pool rental policy and 
rate structure. 
Recreation Director James 
Pekkain said the commission 
agreed that private groups and 
those from outside the city 
would be charged $15 per hour 
for pool use. The rate of city 
groups, school, service clubs 
and youth groups was set at 
$2.50 per hour for each life 
guard required. 


Pekkain said the commission 
agreed that city-sponsored 
groups and activities would 
continue to use the pools free. 


much as possible. Young esti­ 
mated that Petaluma will be 
using the maximum amount of 
water available next summer 
and that water rationing would 
be inevitable if more homes 
were to be built. 
Gordon Miller, chief engineer 
of the Sonoma County Water 
Agency, yesterday re< ommend- 
od a two-phase plan bo started 
soon to supply an additional 15 
million gallons of water per day 
by 1975. 
Miller estimated construction 
costs at $8,642,000 at current 
prices, but recommended the 
board authorize the sale of $9,- 
506,000 m revenue bonds to al­ 
io w for inflation during the 
three year construction period. 
The initial plan would include 
construction of a new 20-inch 
water line from the Wohler 
pumping station to new wells on 
the Russian River and con­ 
st ruction of a new booster 
pump station between Santa 
Rosa and Cotati. 
The second phase would in­ 
volve installation of a new 30- 
inch 
water line from the Rus­ 
sian 
River to Cotati where it 
would connect with the present 
north-south line for Petaluma 
and 
North Marin. Miller also 
proposed construction of a six- 
million gallon storage tank in 
the 
Cotati area for the new 
water supply. 
Miller said the system could 
be completed in 1975 if con­ 
struction were to begin in the 
near future. He said it would 
increase the water supply from 
the present capacity of 40 mil­ 
lion gallons per day to 55 mil­ 
lion. 
The supervisors instructed 
Miller to meet with representa­ 
tives of cities and districts 
which buy water on a contract 
basis to get their reactions to 
the plan and to report hack to 
the board on Dec. 13. 


Mailiiard 
Campaign 
Reform Bill 


By BENJAMIN SHORE 
f-J Correspondent 
WASHINGTON - Rep. Wil­ 
liam S. Mailiiard R-Sixth Dis­ 
trict, has joined 16 other House 
Republicans in urging passage 
of the Senate’s campaign- 
spending reform legislation. 
The House will resume its 
consideration of this and sever­ 
al other reform bills afler the 
Thanksgiving recess. 
Mailiiard, in an interview, 
said he has “ mixed feelings” 
aboul laws that would p!a<e 
limits on campaign spending. 
“ It's a tough question be­ 
cause the costs of campaigning 
vary from district to district,” 
he said. “ I think $50,000 (which 
is the limit proposed in one 
House bill) would be too low for 
a challenger in my district.’’ 
Mailiiard said he normally 
spends between $25,000 and 
$30,000 for his primary and 
general election campaigns. 
Die Senate proposal support­ 
ed by Mailiiard would allow 
flexible spending limits, strong 
requirements for public disclo­ 
sure of campaign contributions 
and an enforcement procedure 
independent of Congressional 
control. 
But he said he would not 
oppose any other bill that 
comes before the House be­ 
cause he is confident it could be 
toughened in a conference with 
the Senate. 
Mailiiard said he never has 
contributed to his own cam­ 
paigns, with the exception of 
his first unsuccessful one in 
1948 and then his winning cam­ 
paign in 1952. 
For many years, he instruct­ 
ed his campaign committee to 
limit individual contributions to 
$500, but decided recently to 
raise the limit to $1,000 because 
of rapidly rising campaign 
costs. 
“ Now I’m seriously thinking 
of raising it to $1,500,” he said.

their own back packs. So far 
the presence of girls has pre­ 
sented only one special prob­ 
lem. 
Post leaders said they had to 
assure worried parents their 
daughters would be safe.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
State Department of Social Wel­ 
fare has been accused by a 
Democratic 
Assemblyman of 
abandoning “ any semblance of 
lawful behavior” in implement­ 
ing the state’s new Welfare 
Reform Law. 
Assemblyman John J. Miller, 
D-Berkeley, delivered a sharp 
verbal blast against State So­ 
cial Welfare Director Robert B 
Carleson at a legislative hear­ 
ing called to discuss the Wel­ 
fare Revision Program. 
“ Mr. Carleson has resorted to 
blatantly illegal tactics in a last 
-ditch effort to save his own 
hide,” Miller said Monday re­ 
garding certain welfare regula­ 
tions proposed by Carleson’s 
agency. 
The Berkeley lawmaker was 
the sole witness at the hearing 
--the third held so far—by a 
special 
welfare 
committee 
headed by Sen. Anthony C. Be- 
ilenson, D-Beverly Hills. 
“ We legislators know that the 
governor’s 
welfare 
reform 
shuck was built around an in­ 
credibly evil and cynical at­ 
tempt to protect the rich and 
con the middle-class at the ex­ 
pense of the p o or/’ Miller ad­ 
ded. 
His charges brought a sharp 
rejoinder from his Republican 
colleague, Assemblyman Dixon 
Arnett of Redwood City, who 
admonished 
him 
to 
refrain 
from 
making 
“political 
speeches.” 


Earlier, Assemblyman John 
L. Burton, D-San Francisco, 
and Carleson also engaged in a 
heated exchange over whether 
the state welfare agency was 
properly carrying out the intent 
of the legislature’s welfare re­ 
form measure. 


Both Burton and Beilenson 
contended many adult children 
of parents who are on the 
state’s Aid to the Aged program 
are contributing more than the 
basic grant. They said this is 
contrary to the lawmakers’ in­ 
tent.

Marin County has by no 
means heard the last of the 
cost of its Civic Center. That is 
obvious from the lawsuits and 
counter suits over the Veterans 
Memorial Building and the Hall 
of Justice. 
Paul V. Wright Inc. and Ben 
Oretksy 
Inc.. contractors on 
the Veterans Memorial Build­ 
ing, are suing the county and 
the architects — Taliesen Asso­ 
ciates, Frank Lloyd Wright 
Foundation, Aaron G. Green 
and William Wesley Peters — 
for $374,795. The contractors 
claim numerous errors and 
omissions in the plans were 
found during construction, 
causing delays and extra ex­ 
pense. This constitutes breach 
of contract, they allege. 
County and architects have 
filed countersuits against the 
contractors, blaming them for 
a nine-month delay in opening 
of the building. 


A SIM ILA R SUIT against the 
county and the same architects 
has been filed by Robert E. 
McKee, Inc., contractor on the 
Hall of Justice, containing the 
same kind of allegations. 
It claims county and archi­ 
tects ‘‘extensively redesigned 
the building beginning shortly 
after work had commenced and 
continuing throughout a major 
portion of the life of the con­ 
tract.” 
And. as with the Veterans 
Memorial Building, county and 
architects have filed cross-com­ 
plaints against McKee.

Why. they went down to the University 
of California campuses and dug up all 
sorts of ways to save money. Can you 
believe it'.' 
The auditors studied 20 separate areas 
of university operations, and came up 
with hundreds of suggestions for econo­ 
mies: things such as the use and nus-use 
of university vehicles. Like, what was 
that car I saw you with last year in 
Delano, during the grape strike? Or. how 
come those brothers had that university 
go-cart out on the town, that time they 
went to the Black Panther confab? 
And, what abour purchasing policies? 
How come the university doesn't join 
with other state agencies which use 
centralized purchasing? Something spe­ 
cial about your paper clips? 


AND SPEA KIN G of purchasing, guess 
what those needle-nosed auditors found 
out about buying library books. They 
found out that the university pays more 
for its books than the corner book store! 
Pays about 5 per cent over publisher's 
retail. 
The 5 per cent extra is a service 
charge for speedy service. Which makes 
sense, I guess. When a scholar needs a 
book, man. he really needs it. 
But. there's a hitch to it. The library 
orders a new reference volume — and 
gets it. speedy-quick. Then it sits on a 
back shelf for about six months until the 
Library of Congress catalogs it — sits 
there waiting for a file number and a 
reference card. When that arrives the 
book can be put into circulation. 
So much for the 5 per cent service 
charge. 
IT WAS THE AUDIT ol university 
library practices which really threw the 
whole audit into a tizzy 
One of the auditors said. "Hey. you 
guvs can always sell your rare books and

Year-Around School Plans 
Give Rise To Many Questions 


The pros and cons of year- 
around schools appear to be 
endless. Virtually everyone in 
Southern Sonoma would be af­ 
fected by the change and nearly 
everyone already has an opin­ 
ion about it. 
The methods of extending the 
school year are many and each 
seems to be getting at least 
some attention from the steer­ 
ing committee working on a 
recommendation to go to the 
Petaluma Board of Education. 
Receiving the most study is 
the 45-15 plan in which students 
would be divided into four 
groups, each in class for 45 
days followed by 15 days vaca­ 
tion. This would have one- 
fourth on vacation at any given 
time. Also being given close 
scrutiny is a plan to divide the 
school year into four quarters 
with a student in class for three 
consecutive quarters, but with 
the vacation periods staggered 
instead of all being June-Sep- 
tember. 
IX EITHER CASE, parents 
must face the prospects of hav­ 
ing children on vacation during 
winter. Families that enjoy 
winter sports or traveling at 
off-season 
rates would be 
pleased by the change, but the 
initial reaction is that the ma­ 
jority would not. 
Working mothers, especially, 
are wary of the idea and won­ 
der if they could make child 
care arrangements for students 
who get three-week vacations 
every three months. 
City recreation departments 
in Southern Sonoma, which 
gear programs for summer, va­ 
cation months, wouid be faced 
with providing programs for 
25 per cent of the student popu­ 
lation on a year-round basis. 
Police departments are giving 
serious thought to possible in­ 
creased vandalism, littering 


and shoplifting. Businesses that 
normally hire student workers 
in the summer would also be 
affected. 
THE MAIN CONCERN, how­ 
ever. is the effect of the plan on 
students. Preliminary studies 
have shown that many students 
retain more information on the 
quarter system and 45-15 plan. 
They would no longer return 
from a three-month vacation 
and spend the first six weeks 
doing refresher work. 
While it has not been shown 
that year-round schooling would 
definitely reduce or increase 
operating costs, by making bet­ 
ter use of existing buildings and 
facilities, construction of new 
schools can be delayed. 
The Petaluma Elementary 
District foresees no enrollment 
increase for the next five years, 
but a classroom squeeze will 
probably continue in Old Adobe 
District on Petaluma's East- 
side. at junior and senior high 
schools throughout Petaluma 
High School District, and possi­ 
ble in the Cotati School District 
in the next several years as 
Rohnert Park grows. Crowded 
conditions and schools on dou­ 
ble sessions could be eliminated 
by extending the school year 
and reducing the student popu­ 
lation by 25 per cent. 
THE STUDY COMMITTEE is 
scheduled to sift through all the 
pros and cons of the various 
plans and come up with a 
recommendation for the school 
board by February', a difficult 
task to say the least. 
It is hoped that students, par­ 
ents. school personnel and oth­ 
ers in the community can keep 
an open mind about extending 
the school year — at least until 
a firm plan is offered. Members 
of the school board have made 
it plain that they have not made 
up their minds.

May Mean Court Appointment 


WASHINGTON - The news 
that the FBI has been investi­ 
gating CBS correspondent Dan­ 
iel Schorr caused some trepida- 
tion among Washington 
journalists early last week. 
But then the White House 
explained it all. Mr. Schorr was 
being investigated, a spokes­ 
man said, because he was being 
considered for a high govern­ 
ment job, and the White House 
wanted to run a check on him 
before they offered him the 
position. 
Well, all of us relaxed when 
we heard the explanation, not 
only because it made sense, but 
also because it showed that the 
administration harbored no ill 
feelings. Mr. Schorr has been a 
consistent critic of administra­ 
tion policies and if he was being 
considered for a high govern­ 
ment job, that meant any of us 
could be tapped for public serv­ 
ice. 
A GROUP OF correspondents 
were sitting in the White House 
press room the other day, 
chuckling over the latest White 
Houso press release, when 
Clyde Mothballer of the Kinzu 
Telegram Ledger was called to 
the phone. 
He came back whitefaced and 
said: “ That was my mother. 
The FBI was just at her house 
and wanted to know what li­ 
brary books I borrowed when I 
was a kid." 
“ Congratulations, 
Mothball­ 
er,” the AP man said. “ That 
means you’re up for an impor­ 
tant government job." 
“ I don’t know," Clyde said. 
“ The administration got awful­ 
ly mad at me about my articles 
on the Supreme Court appoint­ 
ments. As a matter of fact 
someone from the White House 
called my editor and suggested 
I be sent to Moscow where I 
understood the government bet­ 
ter.” 
“ Don’t be silly, Mothballer.” 
the Boston Globe man said, 
“ the administration doesn’t 
hold grudges. I wouldn’t be 
surprised if they made you 
secretary of the treasury.”

“ That means you’re being put 
up for head of the CIA,” a UPI 
photographer said. “ With Dick 
Helms being moved upstairs, 
they’re probably looking for a 
new chief of operations.”

He said plans for the future 
include operating a ehild care 


confer for children of visiting 
mothers. That service will need 
separate approval, however, 
under Cairn’s ruling yesterday. 


In other action, the zoning 
adm inistrator approved con­ 
struction of a First Southern 
Baptist Church at 62 Shell 
Road, Alto, over the objections 
of a small band of residents.

Survivors of two guards killed 
during the macabre Aug. 21 
escape attempt at San Quentin 
Prison have filed claims total­ 
ing $2 million against the state 
and three counties including 
Marin. 
The two claims — asking $1 
million in damages each —■ 
were filed Friday by the fami­ 
lies of Jere P. Graham and 
Paul W. Krasenes. 
Named in the claims besides 
Marin and the state were San 
F ra n c isc o 
and 
M onterey 
counties. 
The claims, identical except 
for names and addresses, state 
that “there appears to have 
been negligence, dangerous 
conditions, violations of stat­ 
utes, including, but not limited 
to, the situations that prevailed 
at Soledad and San Quentin 
prisons.” 
The guards, along with fellow 
guard Frank P. DeLeon and 
three inmates, died during the 
escape attem pt by Soledad 
Brother George Jackson. Jack­ 
son was one of the three in­ 
mates slain. 
(Six inmates are now await­ 


ing trial in connection with the 
murders of the three guards 
and two inmates. Jackson was 
killed by a correctional officer 
as he dashed for freedom.) 
The claims maintain that the 
families have suffered personal 
injuries and mental suffering as 
a result of the killings.

San Rafael attorney Richard 
Tarrant to withdraw, when de­ 
fendant Hugo A. Pinell insisted 
he wanted to hire Bencangey on 
his own. 
Four of the five other attor­ 
neys also asked to be relieved 
of defending their uncoopera­ 
tive clients, who refuse to talk 
to them and constantly yell for 
their firing. 
Among new attorneys sought 
by the convicts is Charles R. 
Garry of San Francisco, who 
has represented several Black 
Panther Party members. In­ 
mate John Larry Spain and his 
present court-appointed attor­ 
ney, Steven Koolpe. both asked 
.that Garry be substituted. 
. Other attorneys who wrant to 
get out of the case are Deputy 
Public Defender Frank Cox, 
representing David Johnson, 
Richard H.Breiner representing 
Fleeta Drumgo, and Howard K. 
Morehouse, representing Willie 
Tate. 
Louis F. Haw’kins, who w’as 
appointed for Louis N. Tala- 
mantez, did not file for with­ 
drawal from the case because 
he wants first to make sure 
another attorney is ready to 
take over Talam antez’s de­ 
fense. 
The six men are accused of 
murdering three correctional 
officers and two fellow inmates, 
conspiracy to escape and felony 
assaults.

NOT NEW TO COMMUNITY 
A New Vocation— Family Counseling Marin 


By M AYBKLLE SPECKMANN 
Mill Valley has a new mar­ 
riage and family counselor — 
Gordon L. Foster — but he is 
far from new to the community. 
Rev. Foster was pastor of the 
Mill Valley Community Church 
from 1947 to 1970. 
He still lives in the old Victo­ 
rian home in Mill Valley, where 
he and his wife, Marjorie, 
reared their four children. 
“ Mill Valley is the only home 
town our children have known,” 
the Rev. Foster said. All but 
the youngest son of the family 
of three boys and one girl are 
now married and have their 
own homes. 
Free from family responsibil­ 
ities, the Fosters left for Switz­ 
erland 
in September 1970. 
There Rev. Foster spent a year 
studying at the Carl Jung Insti­ 
tute for Analytical Psychology 
in Zurich . . . under a study 
grant from a foundation for 
Jungian education. 
IN HIS SUNNY office in Mill 
Valley’s FI Pasco, opened last 
month, the former Mill Valley 
Community Church minister 
spoke of his change in vocations 
and the approach he will take 
in his counseling. 
“ I ’m not really starting a 
new career,” he emphasized. 
“ What I’m doing is not all that 
different. I have taken one part 
of a pastor’s job, counseling, 
and will be stressing that. 1 still 
see myself as a Christian minis­ 
ter, working individually and in 
small groups with people.” 
Two aspects of Rev. Foster’s 
background were of special val­ 
ue in counseling, apart from his 
qualification as a minister with 
the B. D. degree from the 
Pacific School of Religion. One 
was his year’s work toward a 
doctorate in psychology and 
philosophy at Columbia Univer­ 
sity and the Union Theological 
Seminary in New York City. 
The other was ecumenical ex­ 
perience, which confirmed his 
broad view of religion. 
DURING WORLD War II he 
had served simultaneously as 
pastor of the First Congrega­ 
tional Church and the First 
Presbyterian Church in Santa

Rosa, when the pastor of the 
latter, a close friend, became 
chaplain in the U.S. Army. 
Rev. Foster explained why 
his approach to counseling is 
based on Jung’s analytical psy­ 
chology rather than the Freudi­ 
an, but he emphasized, “ I don’t 
claim to be a Jungian analyst 
—- only a minister with partial 
training in the Jungian ap­ 
proach. 
The essential difference be­ 
tween Freud and Jung, he 
pointed out, is that Freud bases 
everything on the sex drive, 
whereas Jung says sex is not 
the only source of energy. 
“ Jungian psychology also ac­ 
cepts the reality of the uncon­ 
scious as well as the conscious 
psyche,” he explained, adding 
that this psychology is congen­ 
ial to the religious aspect of 
life. 
Rev. Foster believes that the 
importance of the unconscious 
part of the mind is what people 
must understand before they 
can understand themselves and 
others. 
“ MY APPROACH is that we 
have to know ourselves before 
we can risk letting ourselves be 
known by others,” he said. 
“ Everybody wants intimacy in­ 
stead of mask-to-ma.sk relation­ 
ships. A lot of people know only 


the roles they have been play­ 
ing. They don’t understand 
their negative feelings, and a 
counselor should try to uncover 
the unconscious sources so that 
they can Ik* understood and not 
cause destructive results for 
themselves and others.” 
There are various means of 
uncovering the unconscious ma­ 
terial, he noted, but said that 
Jung emphasizes dream analy­ 
sis. 
“ Dreams are the language of 
the unconscious psyche,” he 
explained. “ If your conscious 
mind is way off base, your 
unconscious will try to show 
you where. The process of be­ 
coming a whole person is get­ 
ting in touch with this uncon­ 
scio u s 
m a te ria l 
and 
incorporating it so that it does 
not control you and so that you 
can use its positive values. 
Jung says dreams are as real 
as anything in life.” 
Interpreting this dream ma­ 
terial, however, the minister 
warned, is not a simple matter 
but one for which special train­ 
ing is needed. “ People should 
beware of the dream book,” he 
cautioned, observing that ob­ 
jects as symbols do not always 
have the same significance. “ A 
tree may mean one thing in one 
person’s life and something en­ 
tirely different in another’s 
life,” he said. 
The minister discussed some 
of the problems he expects to 
handle. 
OLDER PEO PLE: “ My psy­ 
chology is exceptionally good 
for people in the second half of 
life. In the West the young man 
has to develop his conscious 
mind to find his place in the 
world, but the penalty for 40 
years of concentration on this 
can mean neglect of the inner 
world so that its existence is 
not admitted. 
“ The task of the second half 
of lift* is to discover the neglect­ 
ed side of one’s self. Your old 
age can bo just as exciting as 
the first half but on a different 
basis.” Retirement can mean 
loss of meaning, he noted. 
Marriage: Counseling in this 
area, he said, consists largely 


of working with couples who 
need someone not involved in 
their problems to help find solu­ 
tions. 
Divorce: "Two people often 
manage to get along as long as 
they are busy working out secu­ 
rity, building and maintaining a 
home and rearing children. 
Then suddenly they may look at 
each other and find themselves 
strangers. They may find they 
don’t know how to talk to each 
other or even like each other.” 
They have to find out who they 
are, he said. 


YOUTH: “ ANY kind of big 
problem, such as finding your 
place in life is much harder 
now that there are so many 
options and so many life styles. 
A great many things have af­ 
fected the feeling side of young 
people’s lives, and they have 
bizarre ways of dealing with 
them.” The counselor finds 
very hopeful the fact that so 
many are seeking less materi­ 
alistic values today. 


Individuals Searching for 
Meaining: “ 1 am primarily in­ 
terested in the suffering people 
go through when they can no 
longer find meaning in life. We 
are only able to deal with our 
lives when we can see mean­ 
ing.” 


W HILE Rev. Foster enjoys 
w'orking with individuals, he 
feels the group approach is 
valuable. 


“ I do hope, as the year goes 
on, to do some group counsel­ 
ing,” he says. “ Dealing with 
some things in a group can be 
very helpful and much less 
expensive. A therapy group I 
could work with would be one 
which would employ a variety 
of methods and use all that men 
and science are learning about 
relationships.” 


The former pastor said he is 
allowing himself a year to see if 
he can accomplish what he 
hopes to in the private counsel­ 
ing field. At the end of that 
time he expects to know a great 
deal more about which prob­ 
lems are common and which 
are special in Mann. 


New Handbook Out On Dinner Hints 


What shall I cook for dinner? 
This can be a difficult problem 
for family meal planners not 
just once in a while, hut 3H5 
days a year. Imagine, then, 
how difficult it can be for peo­ 
ple in food service operations 
like hospitals and institutions 
who are responsible for plan­ 
ning menus for hundreds of 
people every day. 
A new handbook of ideas, 
“ Volume Feeding Menu Selec­ 
tor,” which was written for 
these people, can also be help­ 
ful in planning family meals. 
Published by Cahners Books in 
Boston, it’s based on 15 years of 
menu suggestion columns by 
Alta B. Atkinson, administra­ 


tive dietitian at Harvard Uni­ 
versity Food Services. 
About 14,000 suggestions for 
menu items from appetizers to 
desserts are arranged in menu 
selector charts, 10 to a month, 
with seasonal foods and holiday 
meals 
in 
the 
appropriate 
months. 
FIRST, PICK an entree such 
as Maryland fried chicken with 
boiled potatoes from the poultry 
column. From the same col­ 
umn, add the complementary 
dishes which will go with the 
main dish. 
For example, you may choose 
spiced fruit cocktail, if you’d 
like an appetizer. For a vegeta­ 
ble, chive buttered carrots. A 


Waldorf salad and coffee ice 
cream with marshmallow sauce 
would complete this meal nice­ 
ly. This adds up to a complete 
meal, and only uses up one of 
the* 240 possible choices for the 
month. 


Each month’s menu selector 
puts together 240 different men­ 
us, offering 2.880 dinner ideas 
— enough for seven and a half 
years of dinners without any 
duplications. The charts are set 
up according to foods that go 
well together, alleviating worry 
about what-goes-with-what. 


Each chart is divided into 
four columns, one each for a 
main dish of meat, poultry, 
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seafood and miscellaneous 
dishes which include foreign 
foods, main-dish vegetables like 
stuffed peppers and egg or 
cheese dishes. These columns 
are subdivided by appetizer, 
entree, vegetable, salad and 
dessert for each meal. 
This is the way professional 
menu-makers use the Menu Se­ 
lector, but whenever you need a 
fresh idea, you can open the 
l)ook at random and put your 
finger on one. 


S T ILL M O RE alternatives 
are listed in the sections called 
“ Added Attractions” which fol­ 
low each month’s menu selec­ 
tors. These give you ideas for 
special occasions, varieties of 
ordinary foods, substitutions for 
worn-out dishes and new meth­ 
ods of preparing food you al­ 
ready use. 


Some brunch ideas from one 
of the sections are French toast 
and broiled bacon-wrapped 
prunes, creamy scrambled eggs 
with blitter-browned pastrami, 
breakfast pepper steak with 
poached egg, banana nut waf­ 
fles, pan fried ham and pineap­ 
ple with curried scrambled 
eggs, blueberry and link sau­ 
sage pancakes. For holiday en­ 
tertaining, there’s a selection of 
buffet ideas. 


Leftover poultry items could 
be used for turkey pancakes, 
chicken croquettes, chicken al­ 
mond appetizer, risotto of 
chicken livers, broiled chicken 
salad sandwich au gratin or 
scalloped turkey and savory 
stuffing.

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A LONG COMMUTE 
Isolated Area 
Gets A Doctor 


By RICHARD J. SCHNEIDER 


EA G LE, Colo. (U P I)—This 
mountain community of 800 is 
still conducting a nationwide 
campaign to lure a doctor, but 
in the meantime they’ve got Dr. 
Mary Jo Jacobs who doesn’t 
mind commuting 60 miles 
roundtrip three days a week. 
Dr. Jacobs opened her part- 
time practice in Eagle in Octo­ 
ber. She says she doesn’t mind 
commuting. 
“ It”s been beautiful, ideal,” 
she said in an interview. “ The 
canyons have been gorgeous. 
Every day it changes.” 
Eagle has been without a 
doctor for the past three years. 
The town’-s plea for a full-time 
physician has received nation­ 
wide publicity — but no takers. 
The townsfolk even strung a 
long banner across Main Street 
proclaiming “ Eagle Needs a 
Doctor.” 


IN THE MEANTIME who is 
the wife of a doctor and mother 
of four children, drives to Eagle 
three days a week —Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday. She 
treats patients in the Eagle 
Medical Clinic, a three-year-old 
facility built by the town. Much 
of its equipment is second hand. 
“ W’e had to scrounge our 
equipment,” she said. The 
large equipment came from the 
Gillman Mine hospital which 
closed down several years ago 
and gave its equipment to the 
Vail Clinic, 30 miles away. 
“ There wrere a lot of things 
that they couldn't use and wer­ 
en't going to use at Vail, so 
they were nice enough to let us 
have some of that, examining 
tables and so forth,” Dr. Jacobs 
said. 
“ We are still trying to get an 
X-ray machine,” she added. 
“ There is one up at the Gillman 
hospital but it has to he 
checked out to see if it’s suita­ 
ble for moving and if it's safe 
for usage.” 


DR. JACOBS medicine. She 
and her husband, an obstetri- 
cian-gynecologist who set up a 
practice in Glenwood last sum­ 
mer, practiced in rural New 
Mexico for eight years and 
Montana for four years. 
“ I got a lot of winter driving 
in when we lived in northwest­ 
ern Montana,” she said. “ We 
lived in quite a severe winter 
region. I don’t mind the bad 
roads.” 
Dr. Jacobs is not sure just 
how long she will be practicing 
in Eagle. 
“ I came here with the under­ 
standing that I would work until 
they could find a full-time doc­ 
tor who would live here and 
assume the practice,” she said. 
Since the advertising began 
18 months ago, about 60 doctors 
have made inquiries while 20 
actually look<*d the town over, 
said Mrs. Marillia McCain, a 
board member for the clinic. 


SOME DOCTORS distance 
from the nearest hospital, 30 
miles 
away 
at 
Glenwood 
Springs, and many wives wer­ 
en't too enthusiastic about the 
rural life, Mrs. McCain said. 
The distance doesn't bother 
Dr. Jacobs. With modern tech­ 
nology and communications, “ I 
can take a blood test today and 
they can call me on it tomorrow 
from Denver.” 
The problem, as Dr. Jacobs 
sees it, is with the person who 
gets sick and must travel a long 
distance to get medical care. 
Her personal plans call for 
eventually owning and operat­ 
ing a mobile medical clinic 
throughout Eagle, Garfield and 
Pitkin Counties to screen resi­ 
dents and determine who might 
need hospital care. 
‘‘Many areas are growing 
rapidly and have no doctors,” 
she said. 
And in the meantime, Eag- 
lites are getting medical care. 
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THE COLORADO community of Eagle has been without a 
doctor for three years, so Dr. Mary Jo Jacobs doesn’t mind 
the 60 mile commute from her home in Glenwood, Colo. Dr. 
Jacobs drives to Eagle three days a week to treat patients 
in the Eagle Medical Clinic, a three year old facility built 
by the town. She hopes eventually to operate a mobile 
medical clinic through Eagle, Garfield and Pitkin counties.

NEW 
YORK 
(U P I)—Three 
and a half centuries ago our 
forefathers sat down to the first 
Thanksgiving dinner. 
The 
festive 
m eal 
most 
Americans will eat this Nov. 25 
bears almost no resemblance to 
the 1621 original in either menu 
or manner of cooking. For this 
we can be thankful. 
Before all you traditionalists 
take aim, hear this: research 
by the Plymouth-Provincetown 
Celebration Commission 
indi­ 
cates that the first such harvest 
festival probably was more like 
a community barbecue than a 
fam ily meal with comfortable 
indoor seating. 
Moreover, what the Pilgrims 
ate had to be gathered wild 
from woods, fields and stream s, 
or 
shot, 
killed, skinned and 
dressed for cooking. 
RECORDS ARE skimpy of 
the actual bill of fare shared by 
the Pilgrims with their Indian 
guests. Foods mentioned specif­ 
ically include venison, wild 
duck, wild goose, clam s, other 
shellfish, eel, wild plums and 
b erries, 
white 
bread, corn 
bread, leeks, w atercress and 
other “ sallet herbs” and sweet, 
strong wine made from wild 
g rap e s. No cran b erry sauce 
and no pumpkin or mince pie. 
The commission said turkey 
is widely assumed to have been 
part of the main course, chiefly 
because of the many references 
to “ wild turkies” in historical 
papers of the period. 


The 
commission 
also 
said 
wild cranberries were plentiful 
in 1621 in bogs near Plimoth 
(now Plymouth, M ass.) but the 
P ilgrim s are thought not to 
have found use of them in time 
for the first Thanksgiving. But 
51 years later, John Josselyn 
wrote 
in 
“ New 
E n glan d’s 
Rarities Discovered” that “The 
Indians and English use them 
juch boyling them with Sugar 
for Sauce to eat with their 
m eat; 
and it is a 
delicate 
Sauce, especially for roasted 
Mutton; Some make tarts with 
them a s with Goose Berries.”

Most 
of us 
use the term 
Oriental rug to describe any 
elaborate overall design or re­ 
petitive d esign executed in 
traditional colors and patterns. 
But within that term Oriental is 
a whole world of design infor­ 
mation. 
There are easily 40 different

kinds of Oriental rugs. They 
have one thing in common — 
they are usually handwoven or 
hand-knotted of wool or silk 
fibers. If you look up Oriental 
rugs in an encyclopedia of de­ 
sign you'll find six subheadings 
of Chinese, Caucasian, Indian. 
Persian, Turkoman and Turk­ 
ish. 


IF YOU READ about Persian 
rugs, you'll find additional cate­ 
gories such as Bijar, Feraghan, 
H am adan , K erm an , Sarook. 
And each of these types has a 
character of its own, although 
the motifs found in Persians 
reflect an 
interest 
in birds, 
gardens, 
anim als, 
vines 
and 
flowers. These themes are ar­ 
ranged around a main central 
medallion. 


Colors 
are delicate in the 
Kerm ans, while Sarooks mix 
stronger colors with the pastel 
tones. And there are m ore 
types of Persians than men­ 
tioned here. So you can see how- 
generic and unspecific the word 
Oriental is when it comes to 
describing a rug. 


Originally the place nam es 
becam e attach ed to d esign s 
that were 
made or shipped 
from an area of the world. Now 
we merely repeat the design 
name, although copies of Orien­ 
tal rug motifs continue to be 
made hundreds and thousands 
of miles away from the original 
source. 
One American comoany. K ar­ 


astan 
Mills, 
has consistently 
tried to maintain quality design 
and m aterials in their contem­ 
porary Oriental rugs. Yet they 
continued to add 20th-Century 
colorations and wearability fac­ 
tors to the basic design concept. 
The rug illustrated today is an 
exam ple. Karastan calls this 
“ Ivory 
B o k h ara,’ ’ 
and i t s 
worked in the finest imported 
worsted wools. The pattern of 
sty lized octagon s is fram ed 
with a series of geometric-de­ 
signed 
borders. Traditionally, 
the number of borders deter­ 
mined the value of the rug. 


THE BOKHARA category ap­ 
pears in your design dictionary 
under the general group of Tur­ 
komans. They were rugs woven 
by the nomadic tribes of Af­ 
gh an istan , 
B alu ch istan and 
Turkestan and have distinctive 
geom etric designs. While most 
Bokharas revolve around red 
values, this interpretation by 
K arastan 
has 
a 
clear ivory 
background and rich wine-red 
border — a pleasing balance of 
color for an eclectic American 
environment.

First Challenge In 34 Years 
To Span's Insurance Brokers

A committee of Golden Gate 
Bridge District directors, frus­ 
trated by an accelerating de­ 
cline in insurance coverage on 
the span, recommended unani­ 
mously yesterday that another 
broker be given a crack at the 
job.

It was the first challenge in 
34 years to the district’s insur­ 
an ce bro k er, M arsh and 
McLennan Inc. 


*At immediate issne was some 
$200,000 a year in premiums for 
disaster coverage. Other poli­ 
cies bring the district’s total 
premiums to well over $500,000 
a year. 
With the replacement cost of 
the bridge at $200 million, dis­ 
aster insurance now covers less 
than 16 per cent of the cost in 
event of total loss in an earth­ 
quake, or $32 million. Only four 
years ago, coverage was at $55 
million. 
Marsh and McLennan’s sen­ 
ior vice president, J.B. Wright, 
blamed the falling coverage on 
a jittery worldwide insurance 


Judge Supports 
CRLA In Halt 
Of New Hirings 


SACRAMENTO (UPD -T h e 
state and federal government 
have been temporarily enjoined 
from any new hirings under the 
Emergency Employment Act 
until plans are developed for 
bringing migrant farm workers 
into the program. 
The action was taken Monday 
by 
Federal 
Judge 
Thomas 
McBride in issuing a temporary 
restraining order against .the 
U.S. I^bor Department and the 
state in a suit filed by Califor­ 
nia Rural Legal Assistance 
(CRLA). 
In the suit filed last Tuesday 
in U.S. District Court, seven 
Mexican-American farm work­ 
ers claimed they were excluded 
from hiring under the $1 billion 
program because the jobs re­ 
quire education, experience and 
language abilities they do not 
have. 
The court found the act was 
intended to grant preference in 
hiring to certain disadvantaged 
persons, 
including 
migrant 
farm workers, and ordered the 
state and federal government to 
develop the necessary plan.

industry, with more and more 
companies declining to cover 
high risks. 


A rival broker, however, Bay- 
Iv, Martin and Fay Inc., con­ 
vinced the committee that it at 
least could stem the loss of 
coverage by overhauling the 
district’s insurancepolicies. 


Wright warned that changing 
brokers could cause some in­ 
surers to cancel their coverage 
of the bridge, but then acknow­ 
ledged that companies he had 
in mind probably were going to 
cancel their coverage anyway.. 


The district's insurance con­ 
sultant, Donn P. McVeigh, won 
committee endorsement of his 
recommendation that Marsh 
and McLennan and Bayly, Mar­ 
tin and Fay be the district's 
joint brokers. This would give 
the district the strengths of 
both firms, he said, and protect 
against the remote chance that 
Wright was right when he pre­ 
dicted a complete change of 
brokers would cause cancella­ 
tion of some coverage. 


Director Dean N. Meyer of 
Mill Valley, however, added a 
condition to the committee's 
action that would designate 
Bayly, M artin and Fay as 
“team captain” of the joint 
brokerage. 
How this joint effort would 
work out was unclear in light of 
Wright’s comment before the 
committee vote that his firm 
did not “particularly want to 
dilute our income.” 
Another indication of rocky 
relations was evident in com­ 
ments by Samuel Alcorn, vice 
president of Bayly, Martin and 
Fay. He said a joint brokerage

Sausalito's Railroad Era At End 


FINALE — The Corte Madera tunnel, a long­ 
time Marin landmark, gets a final taste of 
the sights and sounds of a train traveling 


through it. On Thursday the tunnfel will be 
abandoned by the railroad, along with 7.2 
miles of track on its Sausalito line.

Sausalito’s colorful 96-vear 
history as a "railroad town” 
ended abruptly this afternoon 
when the last Northwestern Pa­ 
cific train, consisting of an en­ 
gine and caboose, chugged info 
the bayside city, then out again. 


The 7.2 mile rail line, the last 
in Southern Marin, will be offi­ 
cially abandoned Thanksgiving 
Day, according to R.A. Seder- 
holm, public relations represen­ 
tative for Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road. of which Northwestern 
Pacific is a subsidiary. 


Today’s run was not an offi­ 
cial one, according to Seder- 
holm, but simply "some busi­ 
ness the railroad has to take 
care of.” The caboose which 
the engine will tow into Sausali­ 
to has been purchased by a 
Sausalito man,according to Sed-

name the buyer. 
The final train was fo leave 
Petaluma at noon, arriving in 
Sausalito between 1:30 and 2 
p.m. to deposit the caboose, 
then leave again, for the last 
time. 
The run marked the end of an 
era which began January 7. 
1875. when passenger service to 
Sausalito was inaugurated by 
the North Pacific Coast Rail­ 
road which built the rail system 
through marin. The first freight 
— 300 sacks of potatoes — was 
shipped from Tomales to Sau­ 
salito by rail the same year. 
In 1873 the Sausalito Land 
and Ferry Co. donated 30 acres 
along Richardson Bay as a 
depot site and by the end of 
1874, Chinese laborers had 
placed North Pacific Coast 
track across the county. 
The early trains connected 
with a ferry service between 
Sausalito and San Francisco, 
originally operated by the Sau­ 
salito Land and Ferry Co. and 
later by North Pacific Coast. 
By the 1890s, North Pacific 
Coast had lines to West Marin. 
San Rafael, Corte Madera, Mill 
Valley and Alto, among others. 
Several Marin cities, including 
Larkspur, Kentfield, San Ansel- 
mo and Fairfax eventually 
grew up along the railroad 
right-of-way. 


In the 1890s the railroad had 
15 locomotives and 400 pieces of 
rolling stock running along its 
81-miles stretch of track. But 
the line, plagued by a series of 
bad accidents and lawsuits 
merged in 1907 with the North 
Shore and San Francisco rail­ 
roads to become the Northwest­ 
ern Pacific Railroad. 
Southern Pacific acquired 
Northwestern Pacific in 1929. 


The railroad line to Sausalito, 
with the connecting ferry serv­ 
ice to San Francisco, continued 
to grow during the next 30 
years. But. increased use of the 
automobile and the construction 
of the Golden Gate Bridge in 
1937 lessened the popularity of 


ferries and trains among the 
county’s commuters. 
In 1941, NW P abandoned 
commuter train and ferry serv­ 
ice and Sausalito’s position as a 
major rail center declined rap­ 
idly. Since World War II, the 
line to Sausalito has been only a 
little-used spur track to deliver 
goods to the city's business 
firms. 
Today’s train will also be the 
last to pass through the Corte 
Madera tunnel, a Marin land­ 
mark which in earlier days 
divided Marin in the minds of 
its residents. In those days an 
individual either lived north or 
south of the tunnel, a designa­ 
tion often used to explain the 
location of a particular home or 
business. 
The Northwestern Pacific line 
from San Rafael to Eureka will 
be the only major rail line left 
in Marin, Sederholm said. 
Yesterday an enthusiastic 
group of Sausalito young people 
celebrated the city’s next-to- 
last railroad run as an antique 
rail car. owned by actor Ster­ 
ling Hayden's daughter Gretch- 
en was towed to the D.B. Mor­ 
gan Rail Car Co. in Greenbrae 
for major refurbishing. 
The old executive car. origin­ 
ally built in 1893 by the Chica­ 
go, Burlington and Quincy Rail­ 
road. was purchased by Hayden 
from the railroad in 1966 and 
has reposed in Sausalito near 
the Tiki Junction since that 
tiem. 
If is* currently used as an 
office by a friend of Miss Hay­ 
den's, Peter Laufer, a news 
reporter for KSAN FM Radio in 
San Francisco. After the car is 
refurbished, with the brakes 
repacked and new airhoses in­ 
stalled, Laufer said he hopes to 
find another location for it, 
somewhere in Marin. 
Yesterday, the spirits flowed 
freely as Laufer, Miss Hayden 
and about a dozen of their 
friends gathered aboard the 
brass and polished wood car to 
await an engine and caboose 
from the San Rafael NWP de­ 
pot. 


The engine & caboose arrived 
about 3:40 p.m., about an hour 
after they wrere due, in compa­ 
ny of a box car it had picked up 
in northern Sausalito. It left 
minutes later for the trip to 
Greenbrae, spurred on by the 
shouts and applause of the 
small group gathered on the 
track. 


Southern Pacific officials re­ 
fused to allow the young people 
to make the semifinal trip on 
the Sausalito line, but Laufer 
sneaked aboard and made the 
40-minute run locked in the 
car's porter’s quarters peering 
out from behind the curtains 
and waving surreptitiously at 
friends who gathered along the 
track.

A. While there is nothing neg­ 
ative in the corporate picture at 
present, I cannot state categori­ 
cally that growth will continue 
at the same pace as in the past. 
Although mortgage loans had 
jumped 122 per cent to $52 
million year-to-year, as of Apr. 
30, 1971, notes payable by the 
company had increased only 6 8 
per cent. Earnings for fiscal

Through Neglect Thousands Lose 
Their Sight Because Of Cataracts 


Cataract is a common cause of blindness, 
despite the fact that it is curable. In Eng­ 
land, for example, one-third of the blind lost 
their sight because of neglect. The majority 
were elderly people who took the advice of 
untrained practitioners or pessimistic friends. 
They were encouraged to put off the operation 
or refused through fear, ignorance or fatal­ 
ism Cost is not a factor because England has 
socialized medicine. 
This is a pity, yet these a t t i 
— 
tudes are understandable. The 
operation is only the first step 
of the procedure. As soon as the 
lens is removed the individual 
has entirely different vision in 
each eye. He is definitely blind 
in the operated orbit and with­ 
out glasses may not see as well 
as he did before surgery. Most 
of the victim s are worried 
about this but are apt to think 
that once the cataract has been 
removed their sight will again 
be as good as new. 
SHORTLY AFTER 
glasses are ordered 
thick ‘ pebble’’ lenses 
comfortable. At first, 
seem magnified and 
lines curved. 
The vision is distorted and 
“squirmy.” One authority lik­ 
ened it to “ writhing snakes that 
never stay still.” Meanwhile, 
when the other eye is treated 
the story repeats itself. 
In time, the majority of peo­ 
ple overcome these difficulties. 
They are able to drive a car, 
play golf, and live as they did 
before the opacities clouded the 
sight. Many get contact lenses 
that restore peripheral vision 
and allow them to have two 
eyes that work in unison. 
NOW AND THEN the results 
of the operation are unfavora­ 
ble because the eye surgeon 
does not know' that behind the 
cataract is a degenerated reti­ 
na that will prevent good vision 
regardless of surgery. Other 
complications may occur but 
the chances of a good result are 
excellent. We mention this be­ 
cause oldsters should not view 
the operation with fear and 
trepidation.

SACRAMENTO (UPD - Con- 
sumer legislation designed to 
protect the California car own­ 
er against an auto repair dealer 
who gouges him for an overhaul 
but only replaces his spark 
plugs has been signed by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
Crooked dealers could be put 
out of business and in jail under 
the bill, which Reagan said was 
“ the toughest and most signifi­ 
cant consumer protection legis­ 
lation of the year in Califor­ 
nia.” 
The measure's author, Sen. 


Anthony Beilenson,' D-Beverly 
Hills, said, “ Almost every car 
owner has been the victim of 
fraudulent auto repair prac­ 
tices. The new law will finally 
give the victimized motorist an 
effective means of redress.” 
In signing the bill Monday, 
jReagan declared that it was 
aimed at cracking down on a 
certain irresponsible segment 
of the auto repair industry 
which persists in using dishon­ 
est and unethical operating 
methods.” 
The legislation protects mo­ 


torists against fraud by requir­ 
ing state licensing of the some 
40,(KX) dealers in the $2.5 billion* 
a-vear California car repair 
business. 


Dishonest dealers could lose 
their licenses, be fined up to 
$1,000 and sentenced to up to 
six months in jail. 


In his statement. Reagan said 
that an “ increasing number of 
complaints” have been 
re 
ceived about the car repair 
business. He said that fraudu­ 
lent practices were not only 


Reagan's Legislative Scolding 
Is Countered From Both Aisles 


SACRAMENTO CtTP -Gov. 
Ronald Reagan1!« scolding of 
the legislature for meeting too 
lone and spending too much 
taxpayers’ money drew angry 
fire from IVrruKrats today and 
concurrence from Republicans. 
“ There s no question that the 
legislature could have been out 
of here a long time ago,” 
agreed Assembly Republican 
leader Robert T. Monagan of 
Tracy. 
Monagan said he will push 
legislation next year to limit 
the length of legislative ses­ 
sions and permit bills to stay 
alive for two years, as in Con­ 
gress. 
The Democratic-controlled 
legislature has broken all lon­ 
gevity 
records 
and 
today 
marked the 324th calendar day 
of its session. It already had 
spent $20 million through Octo­ 
ber and each day it continues to 
meet costs an extra $11,000 just 
for such items as expense al­ 
lowances, printing and clerical 
help. 
Reagan told reporters at a 
news conference Monday that 
“ something must be done be­ 
cause I think this is disgrace­ 
ful.” 
“I think Ronald Reagan is 
disgraceful,” snapped Assem­ 
bly Speaker Bob Moretti, D-Van 
Nuys, when informed by a 
newsman of Reagan's remarks. 
“He’s never been willing to 
govern this state since he has 
been governor.” 
Senate 
Democratic leader 
George R. Moscone of San 
Francisco said “ the reason 
we’ve been here this long is 
that Republicans refuse to con­ 
sider an issue on its merits, but 
feel they first much check it out 
With the governor. 


GOV. RONALD REAGAN 
Meets the press 


“ If the governor would get 
out of the legislature we could 
get our work done much fast­ 
er.” 
Republican Sen. H. L. Ri­ 
chardson of Arcadia character­ 
ized the 1971 session as “ pretty 
much of a flop” and added 
“ we’ve spent a lot of money, 
we’ve increased taxes. By and 
large I think we’ve gotten in the 
way of people rather substan­ 
tially.” 
The Legislature’s No. 1 ac­ 
complishment this year gener­ 
ally is regarded to be an over­ 
haul of the welfare and Medi­ 
cal health care acts. The ‘'re­ 
form” measures were negotiat­ 
ed between Reagan and Demo­ 
cratic legislators in August. 
Since that time the legisla­ 
ture has been attempting to 
compromise on a tax bill and 
reapportionment plans for leg­ 
islative and congressional dis­ 
tricts. 


It gave up several weeks ago 
trying to pass a major property 
tax relief program, but now 
apparently is near agreement 
on a half-billion-dollar tax in­ 
crease designed primarily to 
balance the $6.8 billion state 
budget. 
Legislators hope to wind up 
their session on Dec. 2. 


“ Everything that had fo be 
done in this legislative session 
could have been done ... and 
they could have been out of 
here by the end of June or early 
July,” Reagan told newsmen. 
“ I think that there has been 
footdragging on the part of the 
leadership of the majority par­ 
ty. And that includes in some 
instances chairmen of commit­ 
tees. 


“ I just say there was no need 
whatsoever for this session to 
drag on.” 


Reagan said Republicans are 
blameless because Democrats 
control both houses. 


Reagan also said there are 
“ legitimate complaints” about 
the 
Senate 
reapportionment 
plan, which has passed the up­ 
per house, but declined to pre­ 
dict whether he will veto it if 
the measure is sent to him by 
the full Legislature. 
“ I am opposed to gerryman­ 
ders whether they are Republi­ 
can or Democrat,” Reagan 
said. 
“ The people have a right to 
believe that when a reappor­ 
tionment comes along it will be 
based on what is the best repre­ 
sentation for the people, not 
creating a lot of districts that 
look like skinny octopuses with 
long sharp fingernails. Or is it 
octopi?”

Mechanics employed by deal­ 
ers would not be licensed 
The 
measure 
establishes 
within the Department of Con 
Sumer Affairs a watchdog Bu­ 
reau of Automotive Repairs. 
The bureau would license deal­ 
ers, including most gas sta­ 
tions, investigate complaints 
and make spot cheeks. The 
bureau would be similar to one 
which now regulates television 
repair dealers. 


The cost of the license would 
range from $25 to $50 and would 
finance the operations of the 
bureau. 
After next July 1, it would be 
illegal to be an auto repair 
dealer without being licensed. 


Licenses could be revoked or 
suspended for fraud, neglig­ 
ence, making false promises to 
induce a customer to have his 
car repaired and “ any willful 
departure from or disregard of 
accepted trade standards for 
good and workmanlike repair.” 
The bill also requires that: 
—Dealers must give the cus­ 
tomer a signed estimate of the 
cost of the repairs and notify 
the owner if the repairs will go 
over that amount. 
—Customers must sign a 
work order authorizing repairs 
before they may begin. 
—Defective parts which have 
been replaced must be made 
available to the customer. 
—Dealers must post in a con­ 
spicuous place a sign saying 
that complaints may be made 
to the Bureau of Automotive 
Repairs and giving the bureau's 
telephone number. 
This was the third straight 
year Beilenson has carried auto 
repair legislation and the eighth 
consecutive year that the sub­ 
ject has been before the legisla­ 
ture.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) —Gov. 
Ronald Reagan has defended as 
merely a humorous “one-liner” 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnews 
controversial 
remark 
about 
Rep. Paul N. McCloskey, R- 
Calif., and Benedict Arnold. 


“ I don’t, think there was any­ 
thing in bad taste or wrong about 
if at all,” Reagan told reporters 
Monday at a news conference. 


Agnew, addressing the Repub­ 
lican Governors' Conference last 
Thursday in French Lick, Ind., 
said McCloskey was going so 
broke running for President he 
was auctioning off his art collec­ 
tion-including “ his favorite 
painting: Benedict Arnold cross­ 
ing the Delaware.” 


Agnew’s joke was greeted by 
the GOP governors with scat­ 
tered chuckles and then silence. 


Benedict Arnold was an Amer­ 
ican traitor during the Revolu­ 
tionary War. McCloskey, a high­ 
ly decorated hero of the Korean 
War, is an outspoken critic of 
President. Nixon's Vietnam poli­ 
cies and is challenging him for 
renomination. 


Reagan, an outspoken orator 
himself, said he has “ a couple of 
letters” on his own desk about 
“ one-liners I’ve used in some 
political speeches. 


“ I think that it is nitpicking 
and it always seems to be 
onesided 
nitpicking—always 
aimed at one particular party.” 


Reagan said Agnew made his 
“ humorous remark” during a 
series of “one-liners on political 
matters about potential oppo­ 
nents ... and he was getting 
pretty good laughs, too»,** 


Asked whether he regarded 
the remark as funny, Reagan 
replied: “ Yeah, I laughed.” 
Reagan reiterated that “ I 
think Ted Agnew has been a 
great vice president and I am 
one who believes that Ted Ag­ 
new should be on the ticket” 
again next year as Nixon’s run­ 
ning mate. 


“ That is my preference. It is a 
preference I certainly would 
express to the President,” the 
governor continued. 
Reagan said “ the President 
has a very large voice in choos­ 
ing his running mate (but) that 
doesn't preclude people in his 
party (from) giving him counsel, 
and even pressing for some 
other candidate.” 


BAGLEY VOTES APPROVAL 


'Forgotten Farm Labor 
Bill On Governor's Desk 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
legislature has passed and sent 
to Gov. Ronald Reagan a Iong- 
embattled proposal to include 
an estimated 250,000 “ forgot­ 
ten” California farm laborers 
in 
unemployment 
insurance 
coverage. 
The bill was sent to Reagan 
yesterday along with a labor- 
supported package to dramati­ 
cally increase workmen’s com­ 
pensation benefits and an em­ 
ployer-backed bill to reduce an 
injured worker’s power to sue. 
The farm labor legislation by 
Assemblyman Jack Fenton, D- 
Montebeilo, cleared the Assem­ 
bly without, a vote to spare (41- 
25) on a roll call that fell 
generally along party lines. 
There was no debate. 
Assemblyman 
William 
T. 
Bagley, R-San Rafael, was 
among five Republicans voting 
for the bills. 


Under the legislation, an un­ 
employed farm worker could 
receive a maximum $65 a week 
for up to 26 weeks, the same as 
a jobless worker in industry. 
Fenton also is carrying a sepa­ 
rate bill to raise the maximum 
payment to $75 a week. Unem­ 
ployment insurance is employ­ 
er-paid. 


DISEASE 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Assembly has voted final legis­ 
lative approval to a bill ear­ 
marking $800,000 for the sup­ 
port of services to children 
afflicted with deadly hyaline 
membrane disease. 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man John Vasconcellos, D-San 
Jose, was approved on a 56-4 
vote and sent to Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. It originally carried a 
$3 million appropriation but 
was trimmed to $800,000 in the 
Senate.

BAGLEY MEASURE 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Loii- 
islation exempting candy and 
gum from the state sales tax, 
but extending the tax to all hot 
foods sold in restaurants, has 
been given final legislative pas­ 
sage by the Assembly. 


The measure, which also 
makes adjustments on motor 
vehicle use taxes and state gift 
taxes, w'ould net the state $15.7 
million next year. The Assem­ 
bly voted concurrence 47-14 in 
Senate amendments Monday. 
The bill by Assemblyman 
William T. Bagley, R-San Ra­ 
fael, taxes all hot food regard­ 
less of where it is eaten. Cur­ 
rently, hot foods are not subject 
to the 5 per cent sales tax 
unless they are eaten on the 
premises of the restaurant. 
The state would lose $18 mil­ 
lion a year by exempting candy 
from the sales tax, beginning 
Jan. 1, but the loss would be 
offset by a $23.4 million 'in­ 
crease in the tax on restaurant 
foods.

Jim m y Johnson and Doug Cunningham are on 
opposite sides of the fence when it comes to 
defense and offense, but the two 49ers were in 
complete agreement on one m ajor point yester­ 
day — the 49ers must win all four remaining 
games to have any title chance. 
SPEAKING BEFORE the Marin Chapter, 49er 
Goal Rushers at Holiday Inn, the two 49ers said it 
will take victories over New York Jets, Kansas 
City, Atlanta and Detroit. The Rams, leading the 
N iners by a half-gam e a fte r Sunday’s 17-6 
triumph, m ust lose a game, also, for S.F. to 
repeat as National Football Conference western 
champs. 
When someone asked how the loss to the Rams 
affected team morale, Johnson, the team ’s all- 
star cornerback, said, “A lot of us will be dowrn 
today, feeling low, but after we see the films 
Tuesday we’ll be through with the Ram gam e.” 
The team ’s thoughts will then switch to the Jets 
and winning, he said. 
Some of the questions from the boosters group 
yesterday were centered around the officiating in 
the Ram game and the two players, showing they 
were veterans to the question and answer game 
as well as the kind on the field, neatly side­ 
stepped most of them. NFL Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle has been known to throw out a few fines 
when players or coaches openly criticize his 
faultless boys in stripes. 
JOHNSON EXPLAINED that a lot of the 
penalties are “judgment caF >” by officials and 
nothing can be done about it. 
Johnson, as he did in the Ram game, will be 
playing the rest of the season with his right wrist 
in a cast. He broke it during the New Orleans 
game the wreek before but it takes more than 
broken bones to stop some players — exactly 
what I don’t know. 
Johnson explained he’ll play the rest of the 
season with his broken wrist, without any chance 
of it healing until the season is over when he can 
rest it in a plaster cast. He’s now playing with a 
special cast, and although the crack won’t widen, 
it won’t mend either. 
PAIN? YOU KNOW it. “I took two pain killer 
pills before the game and three more at half- 
time,” he said. 
Cunningham said the reason he was playing 
more in the Ram game was because regular 
halfback Vic Washington was coming up with leg 
cramps and as the offensive players before him, 
Cunningham was asked about the 49ers’ ability to 
rack up yardage but failure to score touchdowns. 
“Bad breaks,” he said. “ When we get to the 20 
we have a pass intercepted or we fumble.” 
When asked what plays he runs best, Cunning 
ham , who carries the nicknam e “ Goober,” 
laughed, “ The plays I run best are the ones in 
which I get good blocking.” 
JOHNSON TOLD the boosters that he feels 
there will be more scrambling quarterbacks in 
the NFL. As a defensive back, Johnson said the 
scramblers are much harder to defend because 
the back has to watch both the receiver when he 
cuts and the quarterback, not knowing whether 
he’s passing or scrambling. If the quarterback 
scrambles long enough, the receiver will eventu­ 
ally get himself open, he said. “The quarterbacks 
nowadays are getting like linemen — 6-3 or 6-4. I 
think the draft system will go toward big, 
scrambling quarterbacks.” 
Johnson, an 11-year pro and No. 1 49er draft 
choice out of UCLA, is a brother of former 
Olympic decathlon champion Rafer Johnson. He 
has been selected All-Pro the past, two years. 
Cunningham is a five-year pro, a No. 6 49er draft 
pick out of University of Mississippi who was a 
starter the last two years before Vic Washington 
came on the scene.

“ Mr. Klein always told me I 
had a lifetime contract, so I 
never bothered to talk contract 
with him ,” Gillman said, “ But

talk contract.” 


Both said the meeting was 
cordial, friendly and business­ 
like, but ended in a way neither 
fully expected. 
“I had no idea I’d be looking 
for a new coach until 10:30 this 
morning,” Klein said. 
According to Gillman, Klein 
said he would not make an 
evaluation until the end of the 
year and ordered him to “scrap 
some football players and take 
a look at some new ones.”

Virdon had filled-in during the 
past two seasons when Mur­ 
taugh was tem porarily side­ 
lined due to illness. 


V irdon, 40, w as N ational 
L eague rookie-of-the-year in 
1955 and played centerfield on 
M urtaugh’s first world cham­ 
pionship club in 1960. He batted 
.267 in an 11-year career, 


BEST MANAGER 
“ I think Dan is the best 
m anager in baseball and it’s 
with extreme regret that he’s 
leaving us,” said General Man­ 
ager Joe L. Brown. “ But both 
Dan and I feel that Bill will 
take over where Dan left off 
last year.” 


Murtaugh said health factors 
were part of the reason he is 
not returning. 


“Several events last year led 
me to believe I might run into 
some difficulties next year,” he 
said.

Murtaugh said his decision 
was reached after much “ soul 
searching” and discussion with 
his family.

“ I don’t know how I’m going 
to take over after watching Dan* 
operate for the last couple of 
years but it’s going to be a 
pleasure.”

Abalone Picking 
May Get Turn Off

“ I ’ve had a number of calls regarding the 
proposed shoreline closings of the Point Reyes 
Headlands and the Estero de Limantour. To 
futher clarigy, the Fish and Game Commission at 
its Nov. 5 meeting in San Diego announced 
among its “determinations," or proposed 1972 
sportfishing regulations, to add two new Sections 
to the Commission Regulations.____________ _____ 
Section 57 would be added to 
read: “ Point Reyes Headlands 
R eserve (M arin County). No 
form of marine life may be 
taken from the ocean area 
within 1.000 feet of the high tide 
m ark in the Point Reyes Head­ 
lands bounded on the west by a 
line extending due west (trut) 
from the Point Reyes Light­ 
house, and on the easy by a line 
extending due east (true) from 
Chimney Rock, without a writ­ 
ten perm it from the depart­ 
m ent.” 
WHAT DOES the above ac­ 
tually mean? The Point Reyes 
H eadlands is the three-m ile 
rocky a rea from the Point 
Reyes Lighthouse all the way 
east to Chimney Rock. This 
area covered by the proposed 
closure is one of the three main 
abalone and rockfish areas of 
Marin County. Closing the Area 
entirely would just about elimi­ 
nate abalone picking and rock- 
fishing there, especially with 
the 1.000 foot closed zone in­ 
cluded in the regulation. 
Section 58 would be added to 
read: “ Estero de Limantour 
R eserve (M arin County). No 
forms of marine life may be 
taken below the high water 
m ark in Estero de Limantour 
without a written permit from 
the department. Estero de Li­ 
mantour includes all tideland 
waters to high water mark in 
an easterly direction from a 
line drawn due north (true» 
from the extrem e w esterly 
point of Limantour Spit.” 
DOES THIS close all of 
Drake’s Estero? No, Estero de 
Limantour is the eastern most 
finger of the five fingers of 
D rak e’s E stero. E verything 
would be protected here, but 
clam digging, etc. would re­ 
m ain open in the rest of the 
Estero. 
The Fish and Game Commis­ 
sion will hold a public meeting 
for final adoption of the pro­ 
posed 1972 sport fishing regula­ 
tions which includes the above 
two closures on Dec. 10 at 
Sacramento.

Candlestick Parking 
Problem Ires Fans 


Each week Candlestick Park's seating capacity 
increases as double-decking of the stadium pro­ 
gresses. But Candlestick’s 8,200-car parking area 
is frozen. The lot isn’t big enough to handle 49er 
game traffic. The situation is messy. It’s going to 
get worse before it gets better. 
_____ 
Parking around Kezar Sta- 


ment was confirmed Monday, 
left a legacy of a former star 
player and veteran assistant 
coach in Robert “Bo” Lyons to 
succeed him.

Through years ot experience. 
49er fans did a good job of 
solving Kezar's parking prob­ 
lem. They parked their cars 
three and four miles from the 
stadium The dispersed nature 
of Kezar parking required con­ 
siderable footwork to and from 
the stadium hut it did have one 
plus factor — a fairly fast 
getaway after the game. There 
was no concentration of cars in 
one big lot at Kezar. 


The bay prohibits any dis­ 
persed parking around Candle­ 
stick after the 8,200-car lot is 
filled. Late arriving fans find 
this frustrating. In their frus­ 
tration they have been parking 
around the perimeter of the lot, 
blocking exits. And that has 
become a source of post-game 
frustration for fans trying to 
get out of the lot. 


Emptying Candlestick’s park­ 
ing lot has become a tedious 
business. Emptying any park­ 
ing lot of 8.200 cars takes time. 
But when exits are blocked the 
delay becom es unreasonable, 
especially if there are only two 
exit streets such as those at 
Candlestick. 
“Next time try the train." 
was an old slogan of Southern 
Pacific when the SP courted 
peninsula football fans bound 
for Stanford Stadium.

Candlestick's traffic problem 
may be a headache to 49er tans 
but youngsters who live on the 
Jamestown Avenue approach to 
the park love it. They're selling 
parking space on sidewalks in 
front of their parents' homes. 
Some have even received par­ 
ental permission to peddle the 
home garage space on Sunday 
afternoons. 


Renting garage space around 
Kezar on game days was an old 
custom of many Sunset District 
residents. The closer the ga­ 
rage was to Kezar, the higher 
the parking fee. A garage a 
block from the stadium always 
was good for a $5 per car fee. 


Some Sunset residents used to 
drive their own cars out of 
garages early on game days 
and occupy street • parking 
areas. Thus, they could collect 
not only for garage space but 
also when they relinquished the 
stre e t parking area before 
going for a Sunday drive. 


Street parking is prohibited 
along Jamestown Avenue on 
game days at Candlestick. But 
sidewalk parking is permitted. 
After all, Jamestown residents 
can’t be held in a state of siege.

San Marin will rely on over­ 
all team quickness and the indi­ 
vidual brilliance of Hoza Wright 
in an effort to improve last 
year’s fifth-place finish in the 
Marin County Athletic League 
basketball race. 
The Mustangs were 5-9 in 
league play last season. Wright 
is the only returning starter, 
although help is expected from 
former substitutes Marty Lar­ 
son and Greg Mazeres, transfer 
Bob La Point and a horde of ex­ 
junior varsity players.

10, are both senior guards who 
played frequently as reserves 
last season, and both will draw 
starting assignments this year.

Tate, is expected to start at 
center, giving San Marin a res­ 
pectably-sized front line of 6-;>, 
6-2, 6-2.

Frauenhofer. “ We have enough 
depth to do this.

Form er J.V. forwards are 6-3 
Bart Salig, 6-3 Ken Siler. 6-3 
Jon Beade, 6-2 Randy Colfer 
and 6-1 Fred Doar. Guards are 
5-9 Dave Uchert, 5-7 Brian Reu- 
ger and 5-10 Bob Briot. Ron 
Zechlin at 5-11 can play either 
guard or forward. 


With such depth. Frauenhofer 
plans to substitute liberally to 
keep fresh players in the game 
and keep the press functioning.

Reverse Osmosis System 


For New Kidney Machine 


DALLAS 
(UPD-Bio-Tronics 
Corp., a Dallas-based medicale- 
lectronics firm, has developed a 
portable artificial kidney sys­ 
tem that works on a filter 
system called reverse osmosis. 
The Guardian Hemo-Dialyzer 
duplicates kidney function by 
letting blood flow through hol­ 
low, porous fibers inside the 
tube-like unit. 
Inside the tube the blood 
flows in one direction while a 
chemical solution flows the oth­ 
e r direction outside. 
Due to a “ equalization ef­ 
fect,” waste material is trans­ 
ferred from the blood to the 
outside fluid while beneficial 
chemicals are transferred into 
the blood stream . 
Presently, the firm says, the 
only other ways to overcome 


kidney deterioration are tissue 
transplants and the use of lar­ 
ger, m ore expensive kidney 
m achines for the estim ated 
100,000 persons affected by kid­ 
ney malfunction each year. 
The home unit includes a 
m onitor that visually shows 
such things as blood tempera­ 
ture and artery pressure. 
Blood that rises much warm­ 
er of 98.6 degrees will be dam­ 
aged; too cool, and it causes 
chills in patients. 
To keep the blood at the right 
temperature during use, the 
chemical solution is heated to 
body temperature. 
As fu rth er protection, a 
“ blood leak detector” shuts the 
machine down automatically if 
a membrane ruptures or a leak 
occurs.
